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Farmer From the Antipodes, Who 
Has Just Arrived In London Has 
a@ Strance Story to’ Tell of His 
Adventures In Germany — Had 
Been Jailed for Assanlt—Brother 
Convicts Sent to the Front. 


An Australian farmer, who has 
arrived in London from Germany, 
tells an interesting story of the past 
six months, so’ far as it concerns his 
personal history. ‘He says: During 
May last year I was making a plea- 
sure trip through Germany. I was 
golng to Hamburg from Berlin, and 
had engaged a seat In the train by 
placing my luggage upon ft. While 
I was smoking a cigar in the corridor, 
a German removed by luggage and 
took my place. He refused to give it 
up and I lost my temper and struck 


;] him. 


In the fight that ensued the Ger- 
man fell through the door on to the 
platform and ‘was injdred severely. 
I was imprisoned for two months 
before I was brought to trial in Ber- 
Un before a bench of five judges. 
Though my counsel pleaded that the 
German's fall from the: train was the 
result of an accident, the prosecu- 
tor’s version that I threw him out 
out of the train was accepted, and I 
was sentenced to five months’ impris- 
onment, ? 

I was first sent to Slegburg Prison, 
near Cologne.: Here I stayed for 
seven weeks and heard of the declar- 
ation of war while I was there. I 
was set to work. at making buttons, 
the first I made being for the Britlab 
market, : 

After the outbreak of war I was 
sent away to the prison at Cassel, a 
gaol which has the reputation of be- 
ing “easy.” Here I had to make lead 
soldiers for the English market. 
About 15,000 soldiers of all kinds 
are made daily in the Cassel gaol. 
The food was very bad and I was 
kept working from 6 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

As soon as { realized that Creat 
Britain was at war witn Germany, I 
determined that I must hide my na- 
tonality. The only evidence the 
authorities had of this was that my 
prison docket was marked “English,” 
because that was my native tongue, 
but they had no papers of mine. 1 
therefore said I was an American, and 
this secured better treatment for me 
than I should have received If it had 
been known that I was British. 

After a time I was given easy work 
and came into contact with other pris- 
oners. The German authorities were 
recruiting soldiers from the prisons. 
All prisoners under forty were sent 
for and asked if they wanted to serve. 
Those who volunteered were let off 
the rest of their sentence, Those who 
had already done their military ser- 
vice were sent straight to the front; 
those who had not yet served were 
despatched to training camps. 

Two of the prisoners who used to 
help me with the food were despatch- 
ed to the army. One was a clerk 
from a big shop who was serving a 
sentence of three years for embezz)- 
ing. He had eight months of his sen- 
tence to run when he went off, and 
another prisoner had a year and two 
months to do when he was released. 
Only the ordinary prisoners, who oc- 
cupled a separate wing of the prison, 
were allowed to volunteer for the 
army. Some of the released prisoners 
sent back to the gaol officials picture 
postcards from the front. 

I made friends in prison with a 
Serblan who was serving a sentence 
for stabbing a man. He pretended 
that he was an Austrian. We used 
to laugh together at the fabulous 
tales of German ‘victories always 
circulating through the gaol. 

As I had made myself out to be 
an American, when my release came 
I persuaded tho prison governor to 
give me a ticket to Frankfort so that 
I might ‘call on the American Consul 
at Zurich, who had managed to send 
me word that he had monéy for me. 
From Frankfort, after many difMcul- 
tles, I reached Zurich. Now I am 
back in London I mean to have a 
fortnight’s rest and then try to go to 
the front and get a Little of my. own 
back. 

Both In face and frame the Austra- 
Han shows traces of the suffering he 
endured In German prisons. His 
clothes hang quite loosely on him.

‘ther, the merit of Christ's righteous- 
hess covers our unwilling imperfec- 
tions. We must wear this robe of 
Christ's righteousness until we shal! 
bave Golshed our course; for after 
@ur resurrection change we shall 
have no blemished. Noy. however, 
we must watch, and k®ep our gar- 
ments unspotted from the world. 
The New Creature must pass through 
the world, coming In contact with {t 
in all the affairs of life, and yet 
keep unspotted from evil, 

Probably every New Creature ex- 
cept our Lord Jesus has gotten spots 
on bis garment at some Ume. But 
these must be removed; for no one 
will be admitted into the presence 
of Jehovah God whose robes are 
spotted. There is’only one cleansing 
fluld which will remove these epota 
—“The blood of Jesus Christ His 
Son cleanseth us fron all sin.” (1 
Jobn 1:7.) These words do not re- 
fer’ to the original\.cleansing; they 
are not addressed “to sinners, 
but to those who are robed in 
Christ’s righteousness. Both in the 
original Greek and In the English 

jthe thought of a progressive work is 
set forth—the blood keeps cleansing. 
As long as we retain these robea ond 
bave need of cleasing, the blood of 
Jesus Christ 1s the stain-remover 
which God has provided, 

When we first came to the Lord 
for forgiveness all aur sins‘ were 
counted as Adamic sins — those 
which came through Adam’s failure 
to obey the Lord. If we had aw in- 
dividual responsibility in the sense 
that we consented to some of these 
sins, we no doubt received a meas- 
ure of punishment. *This we may 
atilt be bearing In'the way of sick- 
ness, diseaxe, etc. But our share in 
the condemnation Inherited from 
Adam Is ail covered by the merit of 
Christ's righteousness. 

After we become the Lord's, we 
bave the new nature ,which does not 
love sin; ‘but we also have weak- 
nesses of the flesh, against which 
the new nature js striving. Never- 
theless it is not possible for any 
fallen human belng to Ilve without 
sin, St. John says that whoever 
thioks of himself as being sinless 
decelves himself. (1 John 1:8.) He 
muy not know that be Is lying, but 
the Word of God says that not one 
of mankind can keep himself per- 
fect. St, Paul says the same thing; 
we cannot do the things that we 
would. (Romans 7:15-21.) The New 
Creature would do perfectly, but it 
ls hampered by the flesh. Not one 
in the whole world is righteous, as 
the Scriptures declare. (Romans 
3:10.) All God's people have these 
inherited’ blemishes aud imperfec- 
tions, ‘Therefore He bus arranged 
for the cleansing of these things. If 
it were possible to be*without sin, 
there would be no arrangement for 
our belpg cleansed. 

The blood of Christ, which repre- 
sents the merit of Christ, is sufficient 
not only for the sins of the past, 
but for every sin which Is attribut- 
able to the weaknesses of the flesa, 
our Inheritance from Father Adam. 
But the blood of Jesus Christ does 
not cover one wilful sin. God knows 
how to provide for sins partly wilful 
and partly due to {nherited weak- 
ness. The New Creature cannot sin 
wilfully, If one delighted in sin 
and wished to commit entirely wilful 
ain, it would be proof that he had 
lost the Spirit of God completely.

These be- 
come the most serious times of our 
lives as New Creatures. But just ar 
sure as he has had such experiences, 
just so sure he bas been faithful to 
the Lord. 

Another class of Christian people, 
however, are different. The first 
‘ume they got a spot on their robe, 
they went in the proper way and had 
the spot removed. But the second 
time, they said, “No; I cannot go to 
the Lord. I will not pray to-night.” 
In the morning they brush away all 
thought of the matter.. During the 
day they are so busy with the cares 
of Ufe that they forget it\ At night, 
they think of it again, but retire 
without praying. And so time goes 
on. Perhaps another difficulty comes 
up, another bitter word is spoken, 
another angry word uttered, some- 
thing done or thought that” was 
wrong. They are getting spots ull 
over their robe, Should their atten- 
tion be called to the spots, they re- 
ply, “Everybody has these. 1 have 
made up my mind not to pay too 
much attention to these “ things.’* 
Meantime thelr robes are becoming 
so spotted that {it Is practically an 
impossibility to cleanse them. They 
must be washed. ’ 

This class is pictured in the Serip- 
tures as a great multitude, who 
foust wash their robes white in the 
blood of the Lamb. 
7:9-17.) All these will be washed 
eventually in the great Time of 
Trouble such as was not since there 
waz a nation. They will not be 
counted worthy to ‘escape those 
things coming upon the world—the 
‘Time of Trouble just before us. 
They have not been walking with 
our Lord In white, not walking with 
Him at all.—Revelation 3:4. 

There Is no way to keep our gar- 
ments white except by continually 
being In relationship with the Lord. 
In this way we shall gain the victory 
over sin. But those who do not re- 
move the spots az they come, cannot 
walk with Him in white, cannot go 
in to the wedding, not being a part 
of the Bride class. (Matthew 25:10- 
12.) They will miss the promised 
glory, honor and Immortality. 

But God in His Wisdom has some- 
thing even for them, for in one sense 
they are really overeomers. Even 
when besmirched with sin, they were 
not In sympathy with sin. In their 
minds they were Oghting agalnst sin, 
even though not getting rid of It. 
The Lord will put them to the final 
test; and If then they deny the Lord, 
they shall die the Second Death. 
But ff In that test they szy from 
their heart, “Ob, now I sce my mis- 
take! I see where I should hare 
done differently, I will now be faith- 
ful to the Lord; I will stand ready 
to die for Jesus instead of denying 
Him,” they will recelve the palms of 
victory. But they will not get the 
Crowns of Glory; for they did not 
become “more than conquerors,” as' 
did the Bride, the Lamb's Wife.— 
Romans 8:37; Revelation 19:6-9, 

Those of this second company, 
“whose number no man knoweth,” 
the Scriptures declare will serve God 
in His’ Temple and before His 
Throne, while tho first company, the 
Bride class, will be in the Throne 
and Ilving stones of the Temple. The 
second company might Just as easily, 
and with much more satisfaction, 
havo attained the glories of the Di- 
vine nature had they-kept their 
robes unspotted froin the world. The 
fact that they will receive palm 
branches indicates that they finally 
come off victorsy but their lack of 
zeal hindered them from being ac- 
cepled ag of the “more than con- 
querors."* Thus they fall to receive 
joint-heirship with our Lord in His 
Messianic Kingdom. But in His In- 
finite merey the Heavenly Father 
has another, though Inferior blessing 
for them; for apparently they will 
attain a place almilar in many re- 
spects to that occupied’ by the angels.

Confesses He 0.K.'d Bills on Har- 
wood's Word—Inspector Vil-

WINNIPEG, May 31.—When Dr. 
Montague beosmo Alinister of Public 
Works for, Manitoba on Norember 4, 
1913, he issued special instructions to 
his denartment that no important busi- 
ness was to be transacted in his de 
partment’ without his personal super- 
vision.

Looking in rather poor health, Dr

evidence wax that owing to illness and 
consequent ahsence from office and. to’ 
other causes he never thoronghly be 
came familiar with the affairs of his 
department. :

250,000 Reserves 
Can be Raised 


A Large Force and Many Officers 
of Military Age are Available 


OTTAWA, June 1.—It fs estimated 
that’ there are at least a quarter of a 
million men in Canada on the militia 
reserves, which it has now been de- 
elded to organize throughout the Do- 
minion. The majority of these, it is 
computed, are undor the age of 45, 
and therefore of military value.

CUT DOWN L LIKE BEES 

- Pte. C. H. Brown of the 3rd Battal- 
ise eareiaecect serene nea 
says:— : 

“We were called out” about eight 
o'clock April 22. I packed all my 
things In my pack and started for 
Ypres. “ Seventeent of our machine. 
gun men and Captain were killed by 
a ‘Jack.Johnson’ that night. We got 
to within 1,000 yards of the Germans 
and then we were ordered to dig our 
selves In. It took us till 4 o'clock Fri- 
day morning to do it. I had just fin- 
ished my work anid started to eat 


some of the biscuits that mother sent |” 


when we ordered to advance. We had 
no more than got clear of the trench 
when our junior captain was“killed. 
We advanced amid a rain of bullets 
and shrapnel. Our men were drop- 
ping all the way up. We got in a barn 
about 75 yards from the Germans 
when the order came along thé line 
to prepare to charge. One of odlir com- 
panies started out on the flank, but 
they were cut down like bees. We 


then did not have enough men to 


make the charge, and we were order- 
ed to make our way back to the 2nd 
Battalion trenches about 100 yards be- 
hind and it was while making my way 
back that I got hit. I had to leave my 
pack and started crawling and I crawl- 
ed behind the trenches, where I re- 
ceived first ald. The man who bound 
me up was shortly afterwards - killed. 
1 found my senior captain wounded, 
and laid beside him all day, and we ate 
the chocolates that Jack sent. We 
had to lay’ there 12 hours, and then 
therebeing so many seriously wound- 
ed I had to craw! about a half-mile to 
the dressing station.”

talk frankly to the conrt thao to the 
lawyer for the opposite aide who Is 
engaged, as they think, in trying to 
make them out lars,

Judges trained in the tnrestization of

“Things have come to a pretty pass 
in Saskatchewan when a school teacher 
is threatened with the cancellation of 
his certificate because he allows the 
children in his charge to sing patriotic 
songs. “ 

“Just think of it! What is regard- 
ed meritorious in other provinces is 9 
crime in Saskatchewan. The Gor- 
ernment is so fearful of the results to 
the Ministers that they side with the 
Germans, against the British. 

“It isan unheard of situation in this 
country, Canada is at war, but Can- 
adian children must be restrained from 
demonstrations of patrictism, becaus« 
the German settlers don’t like it. Did 
anybody ever hear such a preposterous 
demand? And yet it is sanctioned by 
the Scott Government. 

“The trouble arose in the Blaine 
Lake district.” That section is settled 
by, the Englishmen and’Germans. As a 
result there has been a good deal of 
feeling since the war began. The 
trouble between the two came to a head 
recelitly, when the children in the 
school were allowed to sing a patriotic 
song entitled ‘Here's to the Day,” 

‘A protest was made to the Depart- 
ment of Education of the Scott Gov- 
ernment, by the German residents of 
the district against the singing of the 
gong.. As a result the department offi- 
cials actually wrote to the principal of 
the school, Mr. E. R. Johnson, and 
asked him to stop the singing of the 
offending song. He ‘was threatened 
with having his certificate cancelled. 
“This roused the feeling of the Bri- 
tish residents, who insisted that no 
person in a British country should be 
offended by such a song. and who patri- 
otically objected to haring the song 
eliminated from the school programme 
at the request of Germans, The song 
was continued.

At the back 
door an fron rod used in forcing the 
door fastenings was found‘and a ring 
was found upon the floor. The loss 
was discovered by Mr. Bargman on 
Sunday morning and he potified the 
police, who have since been working 
upon the case, but there is, up to the 
present, no clue as to who committed 
the act. Mr. Bargman estimates his 
loss upwards of $1,000, as some of the 
watches taken, were valuable.

Northern. France, Wednesday, Ma. 
12.—It {a important, for an understand- 
ing of the British share in the oper. 
ations of this week, to realize that we 
are suffering from certain disadvan: 
tages which make striking succosses 
difficulty to achieve. 

In the mista of winter, at the time 
of my previous visit to the army, It 
was. not easy to,sec the German posi- 
tions) During the clear days of the 
part week it has been possible to re- 
connoltre more closely the German 
Iine and to observe what a great'ad- 
vantage the enemy gained before his 
Initial offensive was finally brought to 
an end In the battles of Oftober and 
November last. 

From a point northeastward of 
Ypres, right down to the south where 
the British right rests, the Germans 
hold almost all the undulating but 
clearly marked heights dominating the 
positions where we stood at the close 
of the autumn fighting, and still stand, 
at Ypres, at St. Elol around our Ar- 
mentieres sallent, along the Aubers 
ridge, and farther to the south, on the 
Vimy heights. Opposite the French, 
tho Germans hold the high ground, and 
almost everywhere look down on to 
our positions, 

: Formidable Defences 

To assail these ridges, with thelr 
command over our lines, their super: 
facilities for obscrvation and their 
numerous lines of trenches, which 
have hardened week by week and are 
provided with every scientific -and 
clover device for arresting an attack, 
ia no Nght task. 

The two armies of the Crown Prince 
of Bavarla ahd the Duke of Wurttem- 
berg are still in our front and at full 
strength. There are not many pdints 
where an attack can be attempted, and 
at these points the enemy has accumu- 
lated defences, has brought into them 
hundreds of machino guns which are 
skilfully concealed, and has covered 
the front of every successive line of 
trenches by barbed wire entangle-

MONCY IN SNAPSHOTS. 





Romance of Lucky Press Photo 
gtaphs of the War. 

The most interesting piotographs 
published in the newspapers are of- 
ten lucky snapshots taken by ama- 
tuars, and in proof of this several 
journals are now offering thousand- 
pound prizes for war pictures. Naval 
aud military men are at present sup- 
plying a number of the best photu- 
graphs of famous incidents in ‘the 
world’s war, and the officer who se- 
cured a; picture of the sinking Blu- 
cher heeling over before its death 
dive, with the crew clinging Ike files 
to fts battered hull, must hare net- 
ted a substantial sum. The latter no 
doubt rivalled the amount’ paid to 
the passenger on, board the vessel 
which sank the French ‘submarine 
the Ptuviose'a-wuort time back, -who 
secured a valuable snapshot of the 
submeraibis° disappearing beneath 
the waves. It was published in a 
London newspaper. 

A few weeks before the war broke 
out an Englishman traveling in Ger- 
many secured several excellent pho- 
tographs of the latest types of Ger- 
man acroplanes. Although his safe 
est plan would have been to destroy 
them, he determined to bring them 
back with him to England. He 
; secreted the plates in the cushion of 
his motor-car and started off'on a 
quick dash to the frontier. He was 
stopped at frequent intervals by arm- 
ed guards and his luggage searched, 
but the suspicious Ublans did not 
think to examine the cushions of the 
car. Had they done so the Britisher 
would undoubtedly have been shot 
for 2 spy. The photographs were 
smuggled through safely to this 
country, and they caused, a sensation 
when published in’an aviation paper. 
Apart from their news value, the 
snapshots provided much. valuable 
information for the military authori- 
ties. 

A lucky war snapshot which beat 
anything obtained_by.« professional 
press photographer was that taken 
by, an on Admiral Jellicoc’s 
flagsbip, the Iron Duke. It por- 
trayed the great sailor running up 
the steps’ leading to his bridge, 
whilst the ‘North Seasrollera could 
be seen throwing ‘thelr spray on to 
the decks. It was a‘human interest 
picture, which gave a;far more in- 
teresting giimpse Into“the daily life 
of Jack Jellicoe than a more con- 
ventional portralt could have ddfe, 
and the newspapers quickly snapped 
ie up. 

Apart from war pictures, there are 
many interesting romances connect- 
ed with the securing of unique press 
photographs from various parts of 
the world. At the time of the Dur- 
bar a London; newspaper spent 
money tlke water In order to be the 
Orst to publish pictures of the cere- 
mony. Immediately the photographs 
were taken they were rushed across 
Europe by special train and motor- 
car. At Calais a steamer fitted with 
an engraving plant awaited the arri- 
val of the photographs, and as the 
vesse! made its way to) Dover news- 
paper blocks of the pictures were 
produced.

“Every wounded man who came to 
our dressing station,” Capt. Jeffs 
writes “was given a cigarette and then 
he didn’t care how we hurt him dress- 
ing his wounds, The;man whose log 
McKillop and I amputated asked first 
for a cigarette, and while we cut it off 
he didn’t miss a puff, and never said a 
word. The grit of the wounded men !s 
marvelous. The doling around of ‘fags’ 
to the wounded men {s the parson's 
‘special job, and he Is welcomed as 
‘much as tho paymaster is when back 
in. billets, See 

“The clergy we have here are essen- 
tially and absolutely men, and not just 
preachers, You can love a man who 
can go through nights and days of 
ceaseless work and scanty meals with 
you and be always there with a ready 
smile and a cheery word at the right 
moment, and all the time you cannot 
Imagine what a help it is to have a 
real man like that at your elbows, 
‘when your greatest desire Is to get by 
yourself and sleep, and slecp, and then 
sleep some more. 

Shrapnel Is Cruel 

“Shrapnel.fs a cruel instrument of 
torture. Coming down from the trenchi- 
es to AD.S, one night, an ammunition 
driver in front of us had ~~ his team 
killed Afstantly and he was riddled by 
smmat{ wounds from head to foot.

Well, we marched off, 
and on our road met the Canadians, a 
fine, healthy-looking lov of men. As? 
they passed I remarked: “Let them 
have it, boys; we shall be with you.’ 

“Our colonel told us: that we had a 
hot job in front of us, but that the 
Canadians would be on our right. 
That put « good heart into us,and we 
started our advance, When cight 
hundred yards from the Germans, 
they shelled us, opencd fire with their 
machine guns at five hundred yards, 

“The poor chapa were knocked over 
wholesale. I was wondering when my 
turn was to come; but I was not to 
fall in that battle, something seemed 
to tell ine. 1 went on again, and my 
chum was killed, 

“While waiting for reinforcements, 
we got the news that the Canadians 
had captured some trenches amd re- 
covered the French guns.” 

Chandler's battalion was “cut up.” 
but was ready for another charge. 
Chandler was wounded in the left 
arn, and was sent to England, 
STABBED WOUNDED TO DEATH 

“Things are looking~brighter for us 
these days, and it will not be long be- 
fore we are pushing forward all alonz 
the line," writes Lieut.

“Then, when 
the Germans get moving, we will keep

“We will never know the real hard- 
ships here that we bad during the 
Boer War, but that fight was child's 
play in comparison with this last bat- 
tle of Ypres. It was a perfect hell 
on earth, and the dastarly tricks to 
which the enemy resort ure hard to 
believe. The lads have their fighting 
blood thoroughly up now, and there

Capt. G. R. N. Collins of the 4th 
Battalion, who was accidentally ive 
jured by a motorcycle, writes of the 
heroism at Langemarck of the 36th 
Peel Regt.

At the front ‘horscs aro treated 
with just the samo care and skill as 
is shogn to the soldiers, ahd are 
given chloroform and other anaesihe- 
tics beforo being operated upon by 
skilled officers. “To every division 
and cavalry brigade of the British 
army is altached a Mobile Veterinary 
Section, cach consisting of 1 officcr 
and 22 trained men. 

The Mobile Section Is divided Into 
two sub-séctlons; ‘ono employed .in 
collecting .sick.-and wounded horses 
from the firing line and other places, 
while the other branch conveys the 
patients ‘to the nearest fallhead, 
Thenee they are sent by train to the 
nearest, base . veterinary hospital, 
where they are treated according to 
the nature of their wounds or sick 
ness. 

Each hospital ‘has accdmmodation 
for some: tHousand or more cases, 
and is equipped with every réquinite 
for medical and surgical use. When 
sufficiently recovered the horses are 
drafted to the convalescent farm, 
where the cure Is completed,

How V.C.’s Are Made. 

When af ordinary medal is made 
a steel die is used, and the article 
can be turned éut complete with one 
blow of the press, Thousands can 
thus be made in a very short space 
of time. 

But for the Victoria Cross there 
is no dle in existence. Each Cross 
ts made separately. 

The bronze, as is known to most 
people, is a part of some of the Rus- 
sian guns captured In the Crimea. 
it is of very bard quality, and it is 
weighed out to the workmen as carc- 
fully as if it were so much gold. The 
first Cross was modelled in hard 
wax, and after the design had been 
approved a model pattern was cast. 
This is preserved with the greatest 
care, and from It are made the 
moulds from which every other Cross 
is cast, 

The moulds, as is usual in all 
casting, are made In two parts, and 
the surfaces prepared with dlack- 
lead, so as to make them smooth. 

Skilled: workmen do all the finish- 
ing by hand. The edges are filed, 
and the designed brought up by the 
“chaser,” who works with small 
punches and a HNgbt hammer, The 
Cross, when finished, is sent to the 
War Oftce for Inspection, and its 
ribbon, red for the army and blue 
for the navy, ia attached. 


. Patching Battleships. 

After u naval battle sailors bave 
several methods of stopping the In- 
coming water when a battleship has 

n bit below the water line. For 
4Gntance, if a small hole has been 
made in the vessel's side, an appara- 
tus like an umbrella is used. This 
Is thrust through the hole point frst 
and then drawn back so that it will 
open like an umbrella—leaving the 
canvas outside. 

Of course, the pressure of the wa- 
ler effectually forces the canvas 
against the sbip’s side, thus stopping 
the leak; but to make {ft more secure 
the handle of the umbrella, which is 
formed Ilke a screw, Is fastened by 
a nut inside. 

In the case of a bigger leak— 
when the sbip has been stove In be- 
fow the water lingé—a large mat 
made of canvas and oakum Is used, 
This bas to be Oxed into position by 
means of ropes. But the fizing is 
not @ very easy matter, as one rope 
has to be got right under the keel, 
to the other side of the ship In order 
to drag tho mat down to the hole. 
Two or three ropes are also required 
at different angles to guide the mat 
to Sts right position.

| Horscshors as Mascots. 
Nowadays a horseshoe is popular- 
ly supposed to bring luck to anyone, 
but originally it was Intended as a 
lucky emblem for soldiers and sall- 
ors. The horseshoe became a mill- 
tary mascot in, the thirteenth cen- 
tury. A shoe cast by.an English 
baron’s warhorse was carefully priz- 
ed as a luck-bringing embiem. He 
said it would carry him safely 
through any war in which he might 
enguge, and secure him victory in 
tilts and tournaments.: The baron 
established a great name as a fight- 
er, and he vanquished’ many foes 
without sustaining any scrious In- 
jury, so the horseshoe immediately 
became a popular mascot among 
military men, 

In the present war the horseshoe 
still retalns its popularity as a mas- 
cot amongst soldiers, and the cast- 
of shoes of “Tommy's” horse are 
solemnly nalled on tent poles, on 
the side of wagons, or tied to gun- 
carriages, 

Sallors cherish horseshoes aa luck- 
bringers, and before the days of 
Dreadnoughts it was Jack's practice 
to nail a horseshoe upside down on 
the mast of his ship.

AUSTRALIA'S MILITARY 
: ; SYSTEM. 





It-is now-some years since sAus- 
tralia adopted ‘universal — military 
training. As the result: of this 
measure.all British subjects who 


have resided in the CommonWealth 
six months ae liable to serve. 

When an Austrahan boy reaches 
the age of twelve he -becomes a 
junior cadet, and continues to be one 
until be is fourteen, the training he 
undergoes being conducted with the 
idga of developing his physique. 
The drill consists of elementary 
marching, ‘miniature rifle shooting, 
swimming, running exercises and 
first aid. At the age of fourteen he 
becomes a senior cadet, and must 
attend forty drills a year. He is 
now given a uniform and rifle. At 
the age of eighteen he passes into 
the citizen forces, where he remains 
for eight, years. As a citizen soldier 
he has to spend eight days each 
year in camp, (in addition to another 
eight days home training. At the 
age of twenty=six-be passes into the 
reserve and is not called upon for 
“any further. training. 

At the present time there are 
about 171,000 young men receiving 
‘military training .in Australia. It is

He is now promoted to the Citizen 
Force and his elghi yeara’ connection 
with the force begins on the lst of 
July of the year in which he becomes 
eighteen years of age.

Soldiers Have Not Always Depended 
on Their Usual Arms, 

In all ages the use of primitive 
means of defence and. offence has 
been a mark of warfare. When Wat 
Tyler's men of Kent marc.ed over 
; Lendon bridge and scared the clily 

and cour: almost to death, thelr arms 
were asickles and bdillhooks and 
; Scythes, and a few blacksmith's tools. 
The same remark applies to the arm- 
ing of the men of Devon and Somer- 
set at the battle of Sedgemoor, thg 
last real battle fought on English 
ground, But even in theso days of 
arms of precision there have bern 
many cases where these scientific 
{ tool have been ditcarded in favor of 
something much more primitive. 

For instance, at the battle «” In- 
kermann, which was_a soldiers’ bat- 
ue, fought In a mist almost without 
{ leadership, many of the Eritish sol- 
jdiers, finding their fire uselesa and 
thelr bayonets untrustworthy and 
bent, went in wits their fists fr tric 
British style. Dlucjackets have more 
than once followed this example 
when a punitive force has been land- 
ed to punish ratives. The tars have 
gone for them with fista and belaying 

pirs, possibly feeling that anything 
more deadly would be more than the 
occasion required.

NEARLY. WIPED. OUT 


Division Commander Calls Them 
the ‘‘Stone-Wall’’ Brigade 


Tho following letter was received 
from Pte. James Ward, one of tho sur- 
vivora of the Princess Pats, tclling of 
tho fate of that herole regiment. Pte. 
Ward was wounded on February 2, and 
relurned to tho trenches April 29, 

“The poor old Princess Pats are 
nearly wiped out. The battalion at 
present is about 250 strong.” 

“Qn May 3 the ‘square heads bom- 

barded us, starting about 4.20 {n the 
morning, and they gave us thousands 
of shells of all kinds. 1 tell you it was 
just one continual roast and oxplosion. 
After about six hours of this, every 
moment of which I believed to.be my 
last, their infantry attacked, and we 
got in our own. But the attack was 
a fako, and the shells came over ogain 
faster than ever, and © continued till 
dark. , 
“We had several regiments up to re- 
inforce and we cheered them: They 
carried 500 rounds of ammunition cach 
and we needed some of it. 

“There were many close calls. One 
man had two bullets through his cap 
and one in his bullet pouch. I had 
two bayonots shot and broken off and 
my rifie smashed with a lump of shell. 

“The G.O.C. of this division says we 


are the “stone Wall’ brigade, and Sir 


John French gave us lots of praise. 
But I.am sorry to say.the poor old P. 
P.‘s lost very heavily. I belleve we 
went in 700 strong and came out about 
150,. Wo had three officers left.”

“PERFECT HELL” SAYS.AN 
OFFICER 
An officer of the 2nd Battalion Royal 
Sussex Regiment writes about the 
share they. took in the ‘recent Oghting | 
as follows: > 
“I told you In my last letter we were 
about to embark on a desperate entor- 
prise. -Well, we havo dono so, and by 
the merciful power of God I__ got 
through safely. I cannot say too much 
for never has there been such a day. 
{ter a bombardment by our own guns 
2 the German trenches, the good old 
ussex went forward like one man, 
only to be met by a fire from the gun- 
ners which simply mowed us down 
like rabbits, The barbed wire in fron 
in the German trenches was not cut by 
our shrapnel as it had been planned, 
and, wo wore caught up like rats ina 
trap. I cannot express myself as ! 
should like to, but it was perfect hell. 
We had 14 officer casualties and $80 
men casualties, Luckily our colone 
vas not touched, nor our adjutant 
Though we were unable to take the 
trenches and had to retire, we got 
through, and the men were'all heroes, 
for they enabled others to go through 
us and reap the honor and glory.”

Medical 
schools for women have sent out many 
women who are doing such grand 
work, 

In many cases women in England 
are taking the place of men, who are 
at the front, They are taking the 
places of men in many avenues of life 
so that the men may go to the front 
to fight In defence of the British Em- 
pire, The speaker referred to the gal- 
lant and heroic work of Florence 
Nightingale during the Crimean war. 
Women are today doing what they cai 
ta help stem this terrible — struggle, 
which ts now going on. England’s 
high idea! of honor is demonstrated in 
this war. This {dea {s uplifting to all’ 
true womanhood in the British Em- 
pire. There is a message to all and 
that Is we cannot stop what we have 
been dong the past 10 months, but we 
must still prosecute the work the Wo- 
men are engaged In, 
a million’ people are in destitute cir 
cumstances and must be looked after 

he Women's Institute of Canada have 
done good work and have already con- 
tributed $50,000 to the Red Cross fund. 
The speaker stated that she was great- 
ly interested in the work of the Wo- 
men’s Institutes, The women must or- 
ganize for the accomplishment of pur- 
poses they have on hand. All the var- 
fous women socicties are working har- 
montously together and have done so 
since the outbreak of the war. Every 
woman should be a missionary and 
bring in other, women to swell the 
membership of the various women’s 
societies, Women should take an ac- 
tive interest in schools. We need med- 
ical inspection in many schools, which 
up to the present do not have such an 
inspection. The most helpful and san- 


itary conditions are necessary in all|oat straw le 


schools'and women can do much to 
have them In the schools, 

As Canadians, we must reallze our 
inefficiency in some respects, but eff- 
jpeney can be-carried out in all walks 
J of life. CivHization does not mean ed- 
ucation or efficiency. The speaker 
spoke at some length in reference to 
Belgium and its educational institu- 
tions. Lefore the war there were 400 
technical schools, and the children of 
that country were trained in agricul- 
ture, In’ that country the average 
yleld of wheat was 37 bushels per 
acre, whereas in Ontario with its fer- 
tile soil the averago was only 19 
bushels. In Canada many of our in- 
dustries are hot as efficient as. they 
might be, in using up waste products, 
Every school in Canada should prac- 
tically be a technical school. There 
are only three complete technical 
schools in Ontario. As organized wo- 
men we can improve some conditions 
in this country, which need Improving. 
There ts a such a thing as a complete 
human being; but there, ia an enor- 
mous, waste of brain power Jn women. 
There is nothing {n our national lfe 
that does not concern women. The 
women have to take a definite stand 
in national affairs, Our national re- 
sponsibility is great In all matters. In 
refertig to made in Canada articles 
the speaker maintained ‘that women 
should sce to it tat the products are 
pure and are cficiently produced. If 
we bought made in Canada ~ goods 
$650,000,000 would not be sent out of 
Canada in a year for imported articles, 
as such is the case today.

trohibiled by law, and a ceries of 
oppressive measures were introduc: 
ed providing heavy penalties for all 
wae elther carried arms or wore the 
kilt. 

But the policy of extinction was 
defeated by the popularity of the 
tartan Ip the Lowlands, so that when 
on 1783 the harsh measures were 
repealed, the wearing of the tartan 
became general all over Scotland. 

The Highlanders are very proud 
of thelr distinctive dress and its his- 
torical associations, They are as 
proud of the kilt as they are of their 
feather bonnet, which, by the way, 
the British War Office endeavogtd to 
abolish 30 years ago. But the pro- 
posal aroused such a siorm of indig- 
nation that the military authorities 
ultimately Wecided to leave the High- 
land bonnet alone, It {s pofhted out, 
however, that the brilliant tartan 
makes Highland soldiers a conspicu- 
ous target. 

There does not seem to bo much 
doubt that the kilt was really the 
outcome of the clan system, which 
arose In the 11th century, when a 
chief gathered’ his kinsmen around 
him and fought other neighboring 
clans or tribes, Obviously, it would

» The accounts of the battle which 

have come to hand seem to have 

conveyed quite a wrong impression 
to the people of Montreal, if the fol- 
lowing remarks taken from a recent 
number of the Journal of Commerce 
can be taken as an indication of the 
general sentiment of the citizens :— 


“Letters coming throngh from offi- 
cers and men tell a wonderful story of 
the work performed by the Canadians 
at Langemarck, Apparently all was 
not well there as the Canagdifins were 
left in an exposed position for three 
days withont food or wat¢r, and abso- 
lutely unsupported by artillery, al- 
though all that time’thes\ were under 
fire from heary German guhs, machine 
guns, and rifles. The questions which 
men are. asking one another are, 
“Where were our Canadian artillery- 
men". and ‘‘Why did they not’ protect 
their comrades at the front?” It is 
little short of 2 crime if one branch 
of the service failed in the day of trial 
and left hundreds of brave men to be 
slanzhtered. © Where were our artillery- 
men? and ‘Who was in command of 
the artillery, at that battle?’”’ 


In the first place, there seems to 
be nothing to substantiate the state- 
ment that the Canadians were “‘left 
in an exposed position for three days 
without. food or water.”’ Lord 
Kitchener, in his official statement, 
after praising the gallantry of the 
Canadians, said.that reinforcements 
were “‘soon”’ sent to their aid. By 
no stretch of exaggeration could the 
term ‘‘soon’’ be made to apply to 
three days. ‘*Where were our Can- 
adian artillerymen?’’ seems to be a 
question which is being asked in 
Montreal. We can answer for a 
portion of the artillery—the 34th 
Battery—and say that they were 
right in the thick of the fight. In 
The Intelligencer of May 26 appear- 
ed a graphic description of the part 
played at Langemarck by the 34th 
Battery, written by Sergt. Gerald 
Spafford. From this it would seem 
that this Battery—now a part of the 
2nd Battery, ist Brigade—was_ in 
_the very thickest of the battle. In 
the first engagement, when the Bat- 
tery went to the help of the Infan- 
try, they succeeded in repulsing the 
enemy at this point, but in doing so 
two gunners were wounded and one 
was missing. The Battery was or- 
dered back to its former position. 
At dawn they were aroused for a 
fresh trial of endurance. The fol- 
lowing extracts from our corres- 
pondent’s vivid story will show the 
part taken in this bloody fight by the 
34th Battery :— : 


“When I awoke the Colonel ‘was 
apeaking hurricdly. 1 grasped imme- 
diately the word ‘action:’ Shouting 
to-my boys, we jumped to our guns, 
hungry, ond weary in every limb. Soon 
our guns were roaring defiance in re- 
ply to the terrific fire tho Germans 
were pouring into our trenches, while 
their ¥¥ guts once more swept and 
searched our valley from each flank 
and front.

Although’ tochnically iegally\ for- 
bidden, there are several people in 
Great Britain who, with the approval 
of: royalty,’ elther tacitly) or ‘openly 
expressed, keep private armies.» The 
; best known of these, perhaps, is the 
Duke ‘of Atholl’s Highlanders, num- 
bering qver 200 men of all ranks, 
which has furnished at various times: 
}guards of honor to our present King, 
as well as to his father, while many 
years ago -it was publicly revicwed 
by Queen Victoria, who presented it 
with d new stand of colors. ; 
The officers as well as the men of 
the Duke of Atholl's ‘private army 
are recruited entirely from among 
the tenantry of bis estates, and ‘At 
the prescnt’ moment practically alt of 
them’ are serving as regular soldicra 
at the front in‘ono or other of the 
Highiand regiments, ‘mostly in the 
Black Watch, - : 
The majority of the Duff High- 
landers, the famous private body- 
guard maintained by the Dukes of 
Fife, are also fighting for King and 
country in France and Flanders. The 
pecullarity of this private army Is 
that in peace times the corps, which 
numbers 100 men, are atill armed, 
and uniformed exactly as were their 
forefathers three or four centuries 
ago. 

The Marquesses of Doncgall have 
for centuries kept up a show of both: 
military and naval strength on thelr 
Irish estates, which inclujle Lough 
Neagh. Of this sheet of-water, the 
largeat in the British Isles, the 
relgning marquess for the time being 
is Hereditary Lord High Admiral. 
The present holder of the title, it-is 
interesting to note, succeeded to it 
In 1904,-when only about a ycar old, 
so that he was at that Ume, without 
doubt, the youngest “admiral” on 
record. 

Quite an Imposing army {fs that 
maintained In Borneo by Sir Charles 
Brooke, better known as Rajah 
Brooke of Sarawak, the force belng 
made up of about 500 natives under 
an English commandant, ‘ 

Mention might also be made of 
the private armies malntained by 
Indlan feudatory princes, begiuning 
with the Nizam of Hyderabad, who 
pays, fecds, and clothes a aplendidly 
arified and magoificently-equipped 
force of 8,000 picked warriors, to 
private armies, composed of no more 
than ten or a dozen men, says 
Lloyd’s Weekly News, which com- 
prise the bodyguards of the chiefs 
of the tiny statelets islanded In the 
forests of Central Indla. 

So far as actual numbers go, it is 
‘probable that the Gaekwar of Baro- 
da owns the biggest private army in 
the world. It numbers in all 9,000 
men, The Maharajah of Mysore, too, 
has a big army of 4,000 men, which, 
Uke those of other Indlan princes, 
has been placed at the service of 
A Britain in this great crisis,

Legislation Threat- 
ens National /Schools 


KINGSTON, June'9—The' Presby- 
terlan General Assembly this. after- 
- noon passed a resolution condemning 

_ the| Saskatchewan Government's Sep- 
arate School legislation, which, it al- 
leged; operated against the interests 
of the National or” Public schools in 
that province.. It also received the 
Mayor and’ members of the city, the 
former reading an address expressing 
the bope that the assembly had enjoy- 
ed its visit to Kingston. 

In connection with the report of the 
Board ‘of Education, resolutions were 
passed expressing the desire that the 
three Western colleges should arrange 
a temporary scheme of co-operation in 
teaching, and also arrange to aid the 
college management in financing 
through the present stress. The Board 
of. Education report recommending 
the reteption of-a number of ministers 
of other churches, some on producing 

.eertificates and others upon condi- 

tions of taking further courses of 

study, was_ adopted. 

Rev. James Rollins reported for the 
Committee on Travelling Exenses of 
Commissioners to the General Assem- 
bly, Last year the expenses to the 
Woodstock meeting was $8,686. The 
Kingston Assembly of 1915 has cost 
$10,872.55 The assembly of 1916 at 
Winnipeg will cost about $13,000. The 
number of commissioners entitied to 
sit at the present assembly was 696. 
Ther actual attendance was 483, the 
largest number that ever attended a 
General Assembly. 

A resolution was passed on motion 
of Principal Gandier amalgamating the 
“two Foreign Mission Boards into one 

- board of forty members, 

Rey, W. A. Mackinnon, of Roegins 
moved this resolution: “That this as- 
sembly views with apprehension the 

infringement on civil lMbertles in the 

Province of Saskatchewan and the 

danger threatening the National 

schools of the province arising from 
legislation recently enacted, whereby 
the minority who formerly were al- 
lowed the privilege of supporting the 

National schools ‘are now precluded 

from so doing and by law are coerced 

into supporting Separate schools.” 

Mr. Mackinnon explained that even 
companies are now. forced to pay part 
of their taxes to Separate schools In 
accordance with their needs. Principal 
Graham, Moose Jaw, in seconding the 

“ resolution, sald that the legislation of 
the Saskatchewan Government was 
simply a weapon placed In the hands 
“ot Rome arid 'that it originated tn the 
counsel of the Church of Rome. 

The resolution of Mr. Mackinnon 
was adopted without discussion. The 
Church and Manse Board reported that 
during the year it assisted {n building 

. 32 churches and six manses. The re- 
ceipts from congregations were $21,- 

245. 80; loans totalled $40,758.44. 


God’s Holy War 


Striking Utterances of the Bishop 
of London 


LONDON June 10—“God always has 
to let his people choose the gospel of 
the second-best and I believe with all 
my,soul,-I, Bishop of the Church of 
:God that the righteous war which we 
‘chose in August was according to the 
‘Will of God, rather than an unright- 
‘pous peace.” 

‘This was the striking sentence in an 


‘address delivered last evening in St. | 


‘Paul's Cathedral by the Bishop of 
London to three thousand members of 
‘the Clty of London National Guard. 
“War, sald the Bishop, “was as ideal- 
ly inconsistent with Christianity as 
slavery was, but even God could only 
get off each age the morality of which 
{t-was capable. God could only odu- 
cate the world. gradually. The Chris 
tian-Church had in itself all principles 
which make slavery impossible. But 
“ft took 1,800 years to abolish it. It had 
Yall the principles that make war im: 
i possible, but {t would take another 
‘two thousands years to abolish war, 
and meanwhile God has to Iet His peo- 
iple choose the Gospel of the second- 
best. 
* “Whon 1 think of what Christ dict 
for on Good Friday,” 
Bishop, “it was very much like“what 
our boys are dying out there In 
“Flanders, Christ dfed for freedom, 
honor, purity and love. Our boys out 
there are martyrs for the same cause 
as troly as St. Stephen was martyred, 
who fell after His Captain. If God 
loves freedom, honor and chivalry,

SLONDON, June» 10.—The Dally 
News has tho following from North- 


/j era: France: 


A confrere on the staff of a north- 
ern French journal, Le Telegramme, 
had the good fortine yesterday to 
meet Lieut. Warneford, the navy avia- 
tor, after his return safe and sound’ 
from -his splendid hawking of = giant 
Zeppelin in the alr between Ghent and 
Bruges. They had a little talk: Warne- 
fora was delightfully modest, and did 
not want to say much about his exploit 
which’ he declared just happened to 
come his way in “the fortune of war.” 

A most charming, very-young gen- 
tleman is this sub-Licut. Warneford, 
says the journalist in a brief pen pic- 
ture.of the hero.. He was most pru- 
dently observed and spoke as men of 
action speak, with no wealth of words. 
He said that three of them, Lieut J. 
P. Wilson, J. S. Milla and himself, set 
off the night before upon an air rec- 
ommaissance. They © started in the 
dark with only their compasses to 
guide them. At about half-past three 
In the morning they found themse}- 
ves in the vicinity of the north of Brus~ 
sels, Coming déwn a little lower they 
were able to distinguish a big Zeppelin 
hangar at Evere, 

“My companions, Wilson and Mills,” 
sald Warneford, “then rose a little 
higher until they were exactly over, 
the hangar, then one after other they 
let fly with thelr bombs. Several found 
thelr mark.and I saw a long flame 
shoot out from the hangar, jetting up 
in the air to a great height>tmt whe- 
ther there was a Zeppelin inside or not 
I could not say, Having thrown three 
bombs my companions continued their 
flight, turning high {n the air and mak- 
ing for thelr own camp. 

“I. reserved myself and my ammu- 
nition for farther adventure. 1 pro- 
ceeded on my journey at an increased j 
height. It was just 3 o’clock in the 
morning when all of a sudden I per- 
celved on the horizon about midway 
between Ghent and Brussels, 2 Zep- 
pelin flying fast at a height of about 
6,000 feet. I immediately flew towards 
it and when I was almost over the 
monster I descended about fifteen met- 
res and flung six bombs at it. The 
sixth struck the envelope of the ship 
fair and square in the middle. 

“There was instantly a terrible ex- 
plosion and displacement of air round 
about me so great that 2 tornado 
seemed to have been produced. My 
machine tossed upward and then 
flung absolutely upside down. 1 was 
forced to loop-theloop in spite of my- 
self. I though for a moment that the 
end of everything had come. In the} 
whirl I had the pleasure of seeing my 
victim falling to earth in a cloud of 
flames and smoke. Then by some mir- 
acle my machine righted herself and 
I came to earth in the enemy’s coun- 
try. I was not long on the ground, you 
may be sure. I speedily put myself 
and my machine into working order. 
once again. Then I set the engine go-. 
ing, but now,” continued the young 
man, with a quick little smile, “1 can 
say no more, for here {s my tunch and 
I am hungry.” 

Sub-Lieut. Warneford received the 
Legion of Honor decoration from 
France, besides receiving the Victoria 
Cross from Great Britain. *

ALBANY, N.Y., June 11-—Cancer 
ia claiming 4,000 victims annually in 
New York city alone, according to sat- 
tistics complied by the State Health 
Department. The total in the whole 
state is 8,000 annually, To check the 
spread of the disease, which has con- 
tinued to increase without interrup- 
tion for the past fifteen years, Dr.

Jumped From The

Thursday afternoon whey No. 14 Ex- 
press, the fast passenger train from 
tho west, was travolling at a fast rate 
of speed near Mallorytown, a-stranger 
jumped from the train and was seri- 
ously injured.

SOUTH AFRICAN “BLUE PAPER” 
TELLS AMAZING STORY. 


Lichtenburg 'Scer’s Experiences Had 
Mach to Do With the Rising of 
De la Rey, De Wet, Maritz, Bey- 
‘ers and Others—Under Roof of 
Prophet Oonspiracy Was Hatched 
—He Urged the Rebels to Wait. 


The South African “Blue Paper’ 
is out. It is unique—romantic. In 
the third paragraph of the very first 
page of this weighty document, 
which deals with the recent rebel- 
Mon, is the following unusual sea- 
tence: E 

“It Is not surprising, then, that in 
the fearment aroused: by the gigan- 
Ue struggle in Europe, which seem- 
ed to be shaking the world to its 
foundations, young men began to 
see visiens and old men to dream 
dreams of what the outcome might 
be for South Africa.” 

And this is followed by, a still 
stranger passage: 

“The times were not without thelr 
signs. The-e was a seer in Lichten- 
burg who had visions of strange Jm- 
port. Years ago and long before apy 
one [n this country had dreamed of 
was he beheld a great fight of bulls, 
six or sevenwof them, engaged) in 
bloody combat; a gray bull—had 
emerged victorious from the contest. 

“The bulls signified ithe great na- 
;| tions of Europe, and the gray bull 
was Germany. Thousands had dis- 
cussed this strange vision and had 
remembered {ts prophetic character 
wheu, later, war actually broke out. 
The vision seemed ominous. Ger- 
many was predestined to triumph.” 

The seer is Niklaas van Hensburg, 
and he runs through this” Govern- 
ment report Hike a scariet thread 
through gray homespun. It is 
arcund his Influence that the uprls- 
Ing of September 15 ts built. It Is 
under his roof that all manner of 
lurid conspiracies are hatched. Not 
only do bis words carry with the 
crowd that gather before his house 
to hear his prophecy, but his warn- 
ings shape the actiona of some of 
the Transvaal generals, The Govern- 
ment report will not go so far as to 
brand “Oom Niklaas" 4s a hoax. 
)} Says the preface: 

“It Is desired to point out that the 
narrative of events has’ been com- 
piled In as objective a manner as 
possible, and that it contalns no 
.| statement which is not borne out by 
evidence in possession of the Goy- 
ernment.” 

His most famous and most in- 
'} fluential prophecy, the one that will 
.| Bo down in the history of South Af- 
rica, was that which concerned Gen, 
de la Rey and the fatal number 15, 

This prophecy which came back 
to the minds of van Rensburg’s fol- 
lowers when war broke out was one 
concerning General de la Rey, who 
had commanded the Lichtenburg 
burghera In the Boer war and since 
beoome president of the Western 
Transvaal Farmers’ Association. Van 
Rensburg had always admired Gen, 
de la Rey. He had frequently hint- 
ed to bis circle that great things 
were in-store for him, Qne of bis 
visions had been well known to Gen. 
de la Rey and his friends for some 
years. The report says: 

“The seer had beheld the number 
15 on a dark cloud from which 
blood issued, and then Gen, de la 
Rey returning home without his hat. 
Immediately afterward came a car- 
riage covered with Sowers." 

This was several years ago. But 
the people did not forget the pro- 
phecy, and when war broke out Jn 
Europe the Western Transvaal—in 
ths Lichtenburg-Wolmaranstad area, 
where van Rensburg’s influence was 
strongest—was immediately atiane.

The outbréak of the war In Europe 
suddenly brought the Lichtenburg- 
er’s prophecy down to earth and 
crystallized the dream. The com- 
mandants were evidently as convine- 
ed that Independence was at hand 
as the crowd, 

General Loula Botha, Premier of 
the South African Union, summoned 
General de Ja Rey to Pretoria some 
days before the meeting, and per- 
suaded him to use bis best efforts to: 
allay excitement, 

On the 15th the meeting was held. 
The situation was a tense one. No 
one of the burghers present doubted 
the outcome. Yet General de la Rey 
exhorted them to remain cool and 
calm. He .rged them to await the 
turn of events In Europe. After his 
-jaddrese ao “strange and unusual 
silence’ was observed, says the 
“Blue Paper.’* 

“A resolution was passed unani- 
tmously expressing complete confi- 
dence in the Government to act In 
the best Interests of South Africa In 
the present world erials. The bur- 
ghers appeared to have taken their 
feader’s advice to heart, as they dis- 
persed quie'ly to thelr homes.”

When reduc- 
ions in staff were made by manufac 
turers and by business houses last 
autumn retailers were forced to cur- 
ail credits to customers thrown out of 
work and in turn wholesalers were 
obliged to scrutinize, carefully all cre- 
dits extended to retailers. The people 
generally continued to purchase ne- 
cessary lines of food-stuflls and ¢ssen- 
tials in other branches of trade 25 
well but dealers discovered that goods 
not falling within that classification 
were in danger of becoming dead- 
stock’ upon their shelves; however, as 
Canadians arrived at a better undez- 
standing of actual conditions, n cer- 
tain amount of confidence returned, 
and retail sules were gradually extend. 
eal to take in the usual lines of goods. 
The distribution of orders for war ma 
terials also exerted a favorable influ- 
‘ence where it brought about a renewal 
of employment in several of the in- 
dustries in the large cities, and trade 
credits rélaxed to a proportionate ex- 
fent.

According to the special reports 
sent in by_the various Departments of 
Agriculture, prospects of a good yield 
on a largely Increased acreage are 
bright throughout the Dominion, With 
the incentive of prevailing high prices, 
farmers have devoted more time and 
care to cultivation, and generally ap- 
pear to have used this year, seed of 
higher germinating quality than ever 
before; it scems to bo safe to assume 
that if only an average crop per acre {fs 
harvested, the total output will be 
larger than In any year since the grow: 
ing of grain was commenced in the 
Western Provinces. The acreage in 
British Columbia {s sald to have been 
more than doubled in the three prairie 
provinces it averages twenty-two per 
cent; no percentages are supplicd by 
the Department in Ontario, - but the. 
acreage is reported to have been In- 
creased materially. A similar’ condi- 
tions obtains in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces. In Quebec the normal acreage 
is indicated. we 





Collapse of Building Trade- 

The collapse of the building trades 
{s shown to have been the causc of a 
substantial reduction in the volume of 
sales of Canadian lumber and through- 
out the reports there is abundant ex- 
pression to the belicf that the domes- 
tic market Cannot permanently im- 
prove until construction becomes gen- 
eral again in the principal centres. The 
export trade, however, appears to be 
standing the strain splendidly and the 
chief worry scems to be in connection 
with the availability of ships to carry 
the forest products of British Colum- 
bia, the Maritime Provinces and Que- 
bee, abroad. Ontario exports chicfly 
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vinces to. points on the St. Lawrence 
River, notably Montreal show a consid- 
erable improvement in March over 
that month in 1914. A bunkering bus- 
iness possibly larger than in a similar 
period in any previous year {s also re- 
ported from Hallfax. 
Munitions of War 

It is evident from the reports sub- 
mitted to the C.N.R. mat the large 
manufacturing plant which in normal 
times produced, machinery, locomo- 
tives, engines, boilers, structural stec} 
and so on, were adversely affected 
when war was declared and that they 
have been called away from regular 
work and are now engaged in manu- 
facturing munitions of war for the 
armics of Great Britain and her allies, 
In some cases the entire plant has 
been turned over to this new work, 
while in others the equipment ts stall- 
ed in part. It is stated that orders for 
munitions of war from Great Britain 
alone, amounting in valuc to $156,000,- 
000 have already been given in Can- 
ada. Although the effects are not yet 
fully felt, because the output is but 10, 
000 shells a day, there is scarcely any 
doubt that in a month {t will be 50,- 
000 a day and that employment will 
be normal or abnormal fn the plants 
engaged upon theso Government con- 
tracts. Orders have been distributed 
throughout the entire country and 
their influence ought to bo felt in all 
provinces.of the Dominion. Plants in 
the four western provinces have been 
awarded contracts to the value of $5, 
000,000, those in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces $20,000,000 and the remainder 
with a total value of $131,000,000 have 
been distributed among the numerous 
plants in Ontario and Quebec] Manu- 
facturers of fron and steel products 
seem confident that business with 
them will commence to regain its nor- 
mal character when peace, and the ex- 
pected movement ot immigrants to 
this country, restore the bullding trade 
to their wonted stato of activity.

Fisheries Industry 

In the fisheries industry, the catch 
promises to be quite up to the average 
volume of other years. The closing of 
the German markets appear to have 
adversely affected some of the exporta

‘An attempted invasion of England 
and the employment by the Germans 
of the most ferocious means imagin- 
able to win victory within the next 
three months are predicted by Sir Wm. 
Robertson Nicoll'in the current issue 
of The British Weekly. 

“Where Germany once had a mark- 
ed superiority in men,” he says, “she 
now has a superiority in ammunition, 
an advantage she, will press to its full- 
est. The only way for the Allies to 
avert disaster Is to equip themselves 
and to do this Great Britain must 
stand behind David Lloyd George as 
Minister of Munitions as one man, 
Moreover, if he is not given a free 
hand he may resign.” 

"Sir William is a close friend of the 
head of the newly created Ministry of 
Munitions, As editor of the Weekly 
he writes: 

“We say-with certainty that the 
next three Inonths of the war will be 
extremely critical ones for the Allles. 
The ‘Superior strengih of Germany in 
munitions of war has given her a se- 
cond great opportunity, of which she 
will. take full advantage. 

“Our nation passed through the first 
crisis of the war without half compre- 

\ bending the danger. Jt will not be 
possible for her to -pass through the 
second crisis without being aware of 
{t. The sooner she {s aware the bet; 
ter. It fs only {n the light of full know: 
ledge that she will be abje to turn the 
dificult corner where the path skirts 
the precipice in the assurance that all 
will be well for usinthe sum of 
things. A 

+ “The reverses of the Russian seem 
Ikely to sot a million of the very best 
German troops free to act on the of- 
fensive in the west.

* dinal fact. Ttiese forces will be turned 
against the French and against the 
cngested area now occupied by British 
troops...

“No moral barrier will prevent the 
moet crue! and reckless employment of 
every weapan, It is very likely that 
we shall have to meet almost daily 
raids in which burning Hquids will be 
freoly used, Tho Germang put much 
faith in gas, and they will apply {ton a 
great scale, They are almost certain 
to attempt an Invasion, In short, whow 
ever may be imagined about the fero- 
city of their attack, will in all prob- 
ability: come true. : 

*AN these things will happen while 
we are yet lamentably short of munt- 
tions. It does not seem concelvable 
that we can take the offensive upon 
land. The peril thus involved is mani- 
fest. We may be sure that Germany 
still hopes to reach Warsaw, Paris and 
Calais, and that the most determined 
efforts will be made to attain these 
ends.” 

The writer admits that the German 
plans may miscarry, “as they have 
miscarried before; and especially so 
if the Dardanelles should be forced.” 
He also calls attention to the force of 
Italy's blows, with which- Germany 
must reckon. But the ultimate’ Issue, 
he goes on, {s whether Great Britain 
can within the limited period supply 
herself and her allles with ammun!- 
tion. 

“But there fs no time to lose,” Sir 
Willlam writes. “Unless the rally is 
apeedy it may be useless, 

“It follows that Mr, Lloyd George 
must have his change. To harp at him 
in the midst of his mighty task should 
be regarded as a work of an enemy. 
We will go further. If Lioyd George 
finds that he {s hopelessly hampered 
by conditions imposed upon him by the 
Government, or more likely by the 
House of Commons, he will and he 
should refuse to goon.

It Happened In the Bay 
of Naples.

I sajled from Now York on the 10th 
of April as first mate of the steamer 
Telican with a cargo which was to be 
sold out at Mediterranean porta We 
reached Naples on the Sth of May, har- 
ing disposed of all the cargo except a 
few things that we sold there, and took 
nothing aboard, Intending to load up 
with Arabian goods on the African 
coast. The purser went ashore with 
money be bad taken in for the goods 
we had sold, got it changed into gold 
that would pass readily in the places 
We expected to make purchases, and {t 
was brought aboard io bags. 

Wo hada promiscuous crew of white 
and copper colored men, the latter 
having been picked up on the Meul- 
terranean coast, while the former. bad 
come from the low grade of sallors ove 
will fod io the shipping districts of 
New York. Since we were not loading 
they bad nothing to do, and when the 
bags of gold were taken aboard a 
jot of them were looking over the side 
of the slip, Aud from the weight of the

1 noticed an expression on the faces

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tage over us tn numbers, while they 
Were .at a disadvantage an to pusition. 
for it {s not an easy matter to bourd'a 
vessel ‘from a boat much lower than 
the ahlp to be boarded. / Unfortunately 
Wo were at sonw distance from the 
shore or any other vessel. One or two 
ships bad been near us when we an- 
chored, but they had sailed oc docked 
Gbring the day. * . 
© While 1 could not tell who these men 
were, | presumed that they were Itul- 
fans who had beard the crew talking 
In Naples about the treasure in the 
ship. Quite likely some’ members ‘of 
the crew had been heard talking about 
the practicability of boarding the Pell 
can, selzing the guid and making off 
with it. There was no time to con- 
Jecture who they were. Our main 
business was to stand them off. 

The captain and the purser were tg- 
norant of what had appeared to me, 
and since I-had fo time to enter Into 
an explanation in words I decided to 
do so by a shot. I put a ball in among 
the men hoddicd together in thé boat 
That I hit some person or persons was 
evident from the fact that there was a 
commotion aboard But the rowing 
was not long interfered with. A jab- 
bering in the Italian language follow: 
ed, but they did not reply to my fre. 
I attributed this to thelr having 
tended a surprise and that they ha 
not expected to attract the attention 
of the police-by the sound of Gring. 

My companions were by this time 
convinced by ocular demonstration 
that there was mischief in the boat 
near us, and both blazed away. But 
the boat was under the bulwarks, and 
We were obliged to lean over to sce 
her, We heard one clear, composed 
voice, evidently that of a commander 
glving orders, but since we did not un- 
derstand tho Italian language we were 
ignorant of what be sald. This con- 
vinced mo that wo were attacked by 
a party of brigands under a competent 
Jeader and would all be murdered un- 
Jess we could drite them off. 

The Pelican's crew bad gone down 
into thelr boat by means of the wood- 
en steps roped together, used for tak- 
ing on and letting off pilots and such 
other-purposes, it was hanging rendy 
for them when they should return. I 


-would bare pulled {t up on secing a 


suspicious boat approaching, but bad 
not time. Tho brigands began to climb 
it. Captain Waloright claimed the po 
sition to receive the frst mau who 
came up. The bandit must uso his twi 
bands and could not very well Oght 
bis way on to the sbip, but be was 
protected by a man In the boat, who 
threw a kolfe at the captaln, which 
struck him in the chest.

Meanwhile I had noticed a man be 
low take to the water and swim to 
ward the stern. I surmised that be 
wis making for the anchor chain tu 
climb on board. Captain Walnright 
bad pulled the knife out of his chest. 
ond, thinking be might be able tu pro- 
tect the bow from the swimmer, I suz- 
gested that he do so, Ieating me and 
the purser where the principal danger 
lay. Wainrlgbt sald that be was up 
to the job and started-forward with 
a musket, stanching the blood fuwlug 
from bis chest at the same time, Ue 
twas not scen by the man ju the water, 
who selzed the anchor chain and was 
beginning to shin up it when the cap 
talon dropped. him’ by a shot from his 
musket, 

Meanwhile the purser and I were 
Oguting at the steps to keep off board- 
ers. We were somewhat protected by 
the bulwarks from those In tbe boat 
and after the captain's mishap kept na 
Well below as possibile. But} belleved 
the battle would at Jast gu against us 
when I thought of a way tu cut off the 
ascent. 1 told the purser to bring an 
ax, whilo I fought on. He did so, and 
when be returved I cut the ropes that 
beld the steps. There were three men 
on them at the time, all of whom tum- 
bled into the boat ur the water. + 

Hearing the sound of vars, 1 looked 
and saw another boat rapidly ap- 
Proaching. That it did not contain re 
enforcements for the bandits was erl- 
dent from the fact that they pushed 
of and pulled-awny an fast as they 
could. They were chased by the other 
boat.and were fired at As the latter 
passed near the Pelican 2 could see In 
tbo moonlight that the men in it wore 
the showy uniforins of the carabinecrs, 
or national police of Italy, We watch- 
ed them till we saw them overhaul the 
bandits and tnke tlné: boat In tow. 

They pulled back to the Pelican and 
left 2 carabincer who apoke sumo Eng:

tack and to inform us that we would 
be expected to appear ngainst the 
bandlta. The police bad been attract- 
ed by our shots. 

At 2 o'clock in the morning our crew 
returned minus three meu we bad 
pleked up nat Tangier.

Sach war my experience In the bay 
of Naples, an experience which xpolled 
that body of water for ine ever after- 
wank J hare been there a number of 
times since, and, while it ix alwaya o.

its shimmering waters,

“Off the coast of England we were 
finally fired upon by a destroyer and 
had to dive for safety, but along the 
French coast we encountered no’ en- 
emy.

Tho explosion which followed 
was as terrific as though it had been 
in the forepart of the submarine it- 
self, :

Hersing, 
after which we came up again in the 
midst of the British ships. Just before 
noon, looking through. the periscope, I’ 
saw the Majestic surrounded by ton 
ships steaming around her in a con- 
stant circle for her protection. , I could 
see the Majestic's sailors on the deck 
taking their noon~lay nap.

In Toronto In the ‘Seventies, 
When Architect E, J. Lennox cin- 
Ditfgly fncorporated in the carved 
foonsuls supporting the caves off 
the Toronto City Hell building the 
deltora spelling out his own name, 
for an aeroslanic-citizen futurity to 
toltenta he wri only following an 
[Creatablished local precedent, says 
The Toronto Star Weekly. The one 
pane 's furor: which knowledge of that 
fact caused, some years aro, was but 
the taxpayers’ remonstrance against 
any possiblo Idea on the architect's 
part that hs ownec this flourishing 
burg and Ita costly municipal bulld- 
ings In fee simple. Indignation died 
away Lefcre it came to a pass where 
the architect was peremptority. or- 
dered to chiset out the offending 
alphabetical memorial in stone. In 
the eariler days of the city it was 
a general practice for an Individual 
when he erected a building or a ter- 
race of houses, duly to set us in a 
conspicuous positivn a t2blet record- 
in; the owners’ name and very often 
the date of construction, It was a 
harmless sort of self-glorifying whim 
that offended nv one, because every 
builder did It. 
There Js a most interesting exam- 
ple of the erstom which users of the 
Belt Line will have probatly noticed 


short distance westerly from Yonge. 
There standa the tong brick row 
bullt In the late sixtles by Alfred H, 
St. Germain and known to the neigh- 
borhood as the St. Germain terrace, 
from the stone inscription In the 
ventre -f the row. ‘It ts prominent 
enough to be easily discernable even 
at night time from across the strect, 
It reads: “The A. H. St. Germain 
Buildings, Erected 1865." The fact 
is that A. H. St. Germajn erected 
both of the strikingly similar rows. 
He bullded well, As any of the oc- 
cupants, either on Bloor or Victoria 
strects, will tell you, there is not a 
trembie or a shake to any floor In 
the house. 

“But Alfred H. St. Germain has 
another—a totally different but what 
should be an outstanding—claim on 
Toronto's memory than-these twin 
terraces, upstanding and comfortable 
as the day completed, practically 
balf a century back. Toronto was 
indebted to him for being the first to 
publish ‘a one-cent dally newspaper, 
nc* only In the city, but in Canada. 
A, I. St. Germain was born at King- 
ston, Ont., in 1827; Ile’ was the son 
of Hyacinthe Le Mere St. Germain, 
Tho Iatter was a Mneal descendant of 
Rudolph St. Germain, who was & 
companion of Jacques Cartier In the 
discovery .and exploration of the 
Canadas. All of Mr. St. Germain’s 
early Hfe was spent under the sha- 
dow of the guns of old Fort Fron- 
tenac. Before leaving there, in 1849, 
having embraced journaiism, he was 
one of the proprietors of the King- 
ston Herald, one of the oldest papers 
in the colony. The Callfornia gold 
fev/*, which was raging at the time, 
attracted him from the editorial 
chair; but, after tempting fortune 
on the Pacific coast for a period, he 
returned to Canada in the ‘seventies, 
and taking up his residence in To- 
ronto, commenced the publication of 
the Teronto Evening Journal — the 
first one-cent dally. A. H. St. Ger- 
main's connection with the news- 
paper publishing business came toa 
close in 1882, when he retired to a 
Yonge ‘treet farm of 185  acres— 
then thréa.and a balf miles from the 
city limits—where he restfully lived 
out the balance of his busy, useful 
allotted span. At his death the 
property, as St, Germain Park, pass- 
ed into the hands of the subdivider.

cities and towns It is difficult to obtain 
them. But all the new vegetables, the 
experts aay, are goin; to be possible for 
the slimmest pocketbuuk. 

The aquatic potato, which Jotera, 
when they cet wind of It, urv guing to 
designate as a “submariue™ becouse it 
really grows, so to rpeak, under water, 
is one of the most sjuctacular of the 
new vegetables. {he scientists und the 
progressive farmers who bare looked 
into {t say that the aquatic potato bas 
a very fair chance of becumiug une of 
the great American food products all 
by itself. It is good to the tnste, and It 
gtows where no potato wortby of the 
uname could ever be loduced tu grow 
before—in very mulst and warily, 
ground.

Carviina bavy all becume roxelle states, 
One udvautage tt fax over the eran- 
berry ty that it is very eauy of culture 
and can be growy Ip auy garden.—Huar- 
per’a Weekly.

Dear Father and Mother—In spite 
of the fact that there was nothing te 
do on the bout I did not do any writ 
ing.

About 
Thursday we got entirely clear of fos- 
xy weather. Every evening there was 
a band concert on deck, which made 
it very pleasant, as the moon was 
gool and bright. They started 
Llanketing the portholes at night as 
soon as we got out of sight of land. 
Another chap atid myself got permis 
sien te go throuzh the engine reom 
and steke hole. The 2nd engineer of 
the boat showed us around and we 
spent so much time there that we 
wnissed our supper and had to tip our

LONDON, June 16.—The Lusitania 
inquiry resumed today with the ex- 
amination of Alfred A. Booth, chalr- 
man of the Cunan! company. Sir Ed- 
ward Carson asked Mr. Booth why it 
was the Lusitania was economizing by 
using only 19 of her 25 boilers at tho 
time she was torpedoed. .

METHODISTS AND TOBACCO. 













This world-wide war has destroy- 
ed many fond illusions. The dear- 
est hopes and belicfs of the Kaiser 
have been ruthlessly shattered; Bel- 
gians, who believed Germans to be 
ordinary civilized human beings, 
have found they were. grievously 
mistaken; and those who imagined 
that. the ‘Kultur’? made_ in - Ger- 
many was something to be rever- 
enced and emulated, have found this 
illusion completely dispelled. An- 
other class of persons, 
ing but narrow-minded, have cither 
had the idea instilled in them from 
infancy, or have gradually absorbed 
the conviction, that smoking in gen- 
eral is’a pernicious habit, and that 
cigarette smoking in particular is a 
terrible vice. It is strange, but 
none the less truc, that in this free 
country there is a far larger propor- 
tion of persons who condemn even 
the moderate use of liquor and to- 
bacco than will be found in any 
country in Europe. 

The man ho neither drinks nor 

» smokes saves himself a great deal 
of taxation, which the man has to 
pay who indulges in both. The tax- 
ation from these two afticles forms 
a large portion of th> total revenue 
of the country. Having escaped 
this extra taxation themselves it 
might be thought these persons 
would look with a somewhat lenient 
eye upon those who are paying the 
taxation for them. But no; they 
regard them as the enemies of the 
community. We are only concern- 
ed now with the question qf smok- 
ing; a subject which has been 
brought ‘to the front by the Mctho- 
dists, who, assembled in conference 
at Toronto, expressed disapproval 
of sending tobacco. to the soldiers 
inthe trenches. ‘These Methodists 
are probably surprised to-day at the 
indignation which their action has 
aroused. Theillusion they enter- 
tained, that cigarette smoking is a 
terrible vice which “many whose 
lips were pure before’ have been en- 
couraged to contract, may not at 
present be totally dispelled, but their 
cherished conviction, has probably 
had a rude shock. — 

The opinions of and 
military men have been clicited by 
the Toronto Star, and the resolution 
of the Methodist conference has been 
strongly condemned. **These people 
haven't any idea of conditions in 
the trenches," said a prominent 
minister of the Church of England. 
“If they realized the nervous strain 
and the stench, they would not talk 
like that. I don’t smoke myself, but 
I don't agree with them at all." 
“AWhen I read that article, the first 
thing I wanted to do was to go out 
and buy some tobacco and send it to

CAPT. ROGERS OF BARRIE 
CALLS ON GEN: HUGHES 


Has Eleven Wounds, But fs Eager 
to Get Back to the Front 


OTTAWA, June 15.—Callers on the 
Minister of Militia this morning includ- 
ed Capt. Rogers of Barrie, Ont., who 
got three machine gun bullets in his 
legs at tho battle of St. Julien. Rogers 
was at the head of his company in the 
famous charge which resulted in the 
death of Colonel Bircha}l and the prac- 
tical wiping out of the 4th Battalion 
from western Ontario. 

Capt. Rogers has no fewer than 
eleven holes in his body. He carrics 
around with him as a souvenir one of 
the machine gun . bullets extracted 
from his right knee, which is still stiff. 
Speaking of the fight, he says it was 
6,p.m. on that fateful April day when 
the Turcos and other French troops 
who were driven back by the German 
gas went through the Ilnes of the 4th 
Battalion. it was not until midnight 
that the order was received to move 
forward. Some time during the fol- 
lowing night Capt. Rogers came back 
from the front in an ambulance with 
his lege perforated with machine gun 
bullets, He Iay in a cow stable for sev- 
eral hours after he was hit. After his 
remova! other Canadian wounded still 
in the shed were murdered by the Ger- 
mans. He confirms the story that ao 
couple of Canadian wounded were cru- 
cified by the Germans, and that tho 
Canadians later on enacted a terrible 
revenge. 

Capt. Rogors {Is anxious to return to 
the front as soon os he js able, He 
will probably remain in Canada for 
some time, however, to give the sol- 
diers in training at the various camps 
the benefit of his experiences in ac- 
tual modorn warfare.

D spute Over Purchase of Horses 
Kor French Government 


OTTAWA, June 16.—Litigation aris- 
fing out of the purchase of horses for 
the French Government was started 
here toduy, when Percy Shaver of Ot- 
tawa issued a writ against Sir Clifford 
Sifton and Captain John W. Sifton, his 
son, and the Standard Bank of Canada. 
‘Shaver was formerly Secretary to Sir 
Cilfford Sifton. 

The dispute arises out of the divi- 
sion of profits from the purchase of up- 
wards of fifteen thousand horses in the 
United States, which were forwarded 
to the French Government. Shaver 
claims there was a partnorship, and 
asks the court to order that an ac- 
counting be taken. The Standard Bank 
“of Canada is made defendant also be- 
cause the business was transacted 
through this bank. 

Shaver asks that an injunction bo {s- 
sued restraining the Siftons from 
withdrawing money deposited in the 
Standard Bank to their credit and that 
@ receiver be appointed by the court 
to take charge of the accounts. Two 
Ontracts with Louls Feline, acting for 
the French Government and dated Sep- 
tember 29, 1914, and November 3, 1914, 
are mentioned in the writ.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION 
IN SASKATCHEWAN.

The Scott Government (Liberal) 
has passed a law,forbidding Roman 
Catholics of Saskatchewan support- 
ing Public Schools, and forcing 
them to support Separate Schools., 
The new measure, to which objec- 
tion is taken, is the logical result 
of the Laurier Government’s action 
in imposing separate schools on the 
new Western Provinces instead of 
leaving them to have separate 
schools or ‘not as the majority of 
their people should. decide. 

The Scott Government has also 
been under fire for so amending the 
School Act as to encourage the in- 
creased teaching of forcign lan- 
guages in the public schools, Ac- 
cording to various Western news- 
papers the bi-lingual or rather the 
multi-lingual menace has a assumed 
definite and alarming shape. The 
amendment would allow foreign 
teachers greater facilities for com- 
ing into the schools and teaching 
the pupils a foreign language. This 
concession to the several. groups of 
aliens is jealously regarded by Eng- 


Jish-speaking people as a develop- 


ment which threatens the whole sys- 


_tem of English instruction in for- 


eign settlements. 


* “Thousands of children are grow- 
ing up on the prairies without 
learning English. The importance 
of this issue is indicated by a Meth- 
odist Church survey of Saskatche- 
wan, according to which 240,000 of 
the 600,000 inhabitants are non- 
English speaking — Bukowinians, 
Galicians, Poles, Scandinavians and 
Icelanders. For this reason the 
Winnipeg Free Press (Liberal), with 
the experience of its own Province, 
advises the people of Saskatchewan 
**to be on the alert to resist the in- 
sidious pressure which will be ap- 
plied in an endeavor to undermine 
the one-language system in the 
schools.’’ - ;

CANADIAN MADE PAVEMENTS 





With Europe and the United 
States getting wood in Canada 


wherewith to pave streets ‘it_has. 


occurred to many Canadians that 
we ought to give this home-pro- 
duced material a trial rather than 
pave our streets exclusively with 
material “brought from other coun- 
tries. With the view of making 
accessible to Canadians the latest 
information on waoden paving, the 
kinds of wood used, the treatment 
of the blocks and the method of 
laying them, the Forestry Branch 
of the Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa, has had issued from its 
forest products laboratories a bul- 
letin. on “Treated Wood-Block 
paving." This bulletin, which is 
just off the press, gives the experi- 
ence of English, French, United 
States and Canadian cities up to 
to date in their use of wooden 
pavenients and how they have been 
overcome by better methods of 
treatment or laying. 

These are views expressed by the 
Ottawa Forestry Branch of the De- 
partment of the Interior. Unless 
there has been discovered some pro- 
cess by which blocks of Canadian 
wood can be made much - harder 
than it grows, all roads paved with 
it would be a failure. Such has 
been the experience with wood 
pavements in the 
wood grown in Australia that can 
be successfully used for such 2 pur- 
pose, but we have none of it in 
Canada. ;

A good many people have been ask- 
ing the question—wiil the colors be 
taken into battle? The answer is in 
the negative, They will be taken to 
England, and possibly—iike those pre- 
sented to the,Ist Contingent—will be 
placed in St. Paul's Cathedral, 





The colors are never now taken into 
battle by the British army. That is 
in compliance with an order of Queen 
Victoria, which was issued under dra- 
matic circumstances. At the battle of 
Isandula, in the ZuIn War, the 24th 
Regiment (South Wales Borderers) 
was cut up, and several officers lost 
their lives in safeguarding the cher- 
ished colors. “Victoria the Good, who 
always had a sympathetic heart for her 
soldiers, realized that precious lives 
had been Jost through bravely and loy- 
ally defending the colors, and ordered 
that henceforth they should not be 
taken into battle. 





Lieut. Cogill; and another officer 
were practically left alone, and jump- 
ed into the river with the colors wrap- 
ped round their bodies—one with the 
Queen’s and the other with the Iegi- 
mental: colors. They safely reached 
the opposite bank, when one stopped 
to dress the wounds of the other. 
Hordes of Zulus came and both ,of 
these brave British officers wero asse- 
yaied to death.

Thelr Agency Only Extends to War 
Orders Placed in United States

LONDON, June 18.—Darid Lloyd 
George, the Minister of Munitions, is 
arranging to send a ‘prominent busi- 
ness man’ to America to discuss the 
whole question of American and Can- 
adian contracts for. war munitions. 
The Minister of Munitions made an 
announcement to this effect in the 
Honse of Commons this afternoon in 
reply to criticism that Canadiap manu- 
facturers were required to dezh with 
the Imperial Government through the 
Houre of J. P. Morgan & Company. 

Ronald McNeill, Unionist member 
for St., Augustine's Division of Kent, 
who raised the question, intimated 
that some Canadian firms refused to 
transact business through the agency 
in the United States, and he asked 
whether Mr. Llosd George intended 
to adhere to a condition ‘which is re- 
sented by manufacturers of British na- 
tionality and which hampers and limits 
the supply of munitic:a of war.” 

The Minietor of munitions informed 
Mr. McNeill that the agency of J. P. 
Morgan & Company extended only to 
orders executed in tho United States. 
Orders for the manufacture of certain 
classes of munitions in Canada were 
placed through a committee of Can- 
adian manufacturers organized by the 
Canadian Government. 

Regarding a Canadian - firm having 
refused to transact business through

Sir Hiram Maxim Has Invented simple and Cheap Apparatus 
Neutralize Them : 





LONDON, June 18.—(Special)—Sir 
Hiram Maxim has invented ‘a very 
simple and cheap apparatus"’ which he 
believes will entirely counteract pois- 
onous gas. Elaborate tests in the pres- 
ence of military authorities are being 
made to-day... Trenches haye been 
built and 3 miniature battle was being 
acted wherein the attackers were to 
use gas, the defenders Sir Hiram's 
apparatus. Unfortunately, the mech- 
anicians to whom the manufacture had 
been entrusted managed to spoil the 
entire work. Consequently the tests 
are postponed until next week. 

Sir Hiram said to-day: ‘The idea is 
that when chlorine gas reaches the

trenches it is very slightly beavier 
than air. When in a pure state at 
one atmospheric pressue it weighs 2 
times as much as sir, but escaping 
from a high pressure to atmospheric the 
"gas necessarily rises, mixing with the 
air until when it reaches the enemy 
there is one hundred times as much air 
as gas. My invention will’ force the 
fumes over the heads of soldiers in the 
trenches. This is the only way to 
neutralize the effects. Respirators 
are useless: “I don’t think the British 
could descend to use poisonous ges, 
and I am convinced when the Germans 
ace how easily cheaper fumes can be 
dispersed they will discontinue _ its 
use’? rm 








WHY NOT BIGGER ORDERS 
FROM ALLIES FOR CANADAD| 


OTTAWA, June 18.—In a lengthy 
statement on the situation of interna- 
tional exchange, Hon. W. T. White to- 
day blames this condition fof Can- 
ada's failure to get war munition or- 
ders from the allies on a vagter scale. 
Owing to the great trade baJance piled 
up in favor of the United States 
tince the outbreak of the war, he 
explains, European nations could pur- 
chase there only by exporting gold to 
settle the balance of trade against 
them, by establishing credits with New 
York or other American bankers, or 
by the sale in America of their secur- 
ities. Britain has been easing her po- 
sition by sending gold to New York.

floor andthe side walls except the 
extreme top and_posts aforesaid were 
of excellent quality. ;

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Roads be instructed to keep the floors 
of all concrete bridgés well covered 
with gravel. *

WAR STORIES 


Stirring Incidents of the Battle- 
Held Told by the Soldiers 
~ Themselves 


TOLD BY A ZOUAVE 

Tho follavine interesting and touch- 
ing story was sent by John N. Raphacl, 
the Parisian correspondent of the Lon- 
don Express: 

“They were about 
yards from our = trench,” he, said— 
‘they’ always means the Germans—and 
the ground between .was in an awful 
mess. There were dead cattle there, a 
pig or two, some of our men, and a lot 
of Germans. We had attacked. them 
the.day before. we Zouaves, and three 
of our chaps were lying there dead 

aamong the pigs, the! Boches, and the 
cattle. 
“It worried us. We didn't like the 
idea of leaving them unburied, and the 
boys lay there as though they were 
asleep—lIt got on our nerves a littic, 
“Marie Loulse—wo called him that 
beghuse he was a youngster, and so 
pink and so white, and usually so tim- 
id of spoech, was swearing quietly to 
himself. ‘It {s disgusting,’ he growl- 
ed. ‘We cannot leave them there, Has 
anybody got a brick or two?’ It made 
us laugh, that. Ho was always asking 
for something or-olher, was Maric 
Toulse. He wanted to borrow a liair- 
brush the first day he slept in a trench, 
A hair brush! But he found his bricks. 
“I had been wet for three days, and 
je had taken a fow bricks from the | 
village behiry! us (there was Ittle else 

but bricks In the village) to keep our 
fect dry. Before we know what Marie 
Loulse wis doing, he had crawled with 
his bricks from the trench and wrig- 
sled out through the broken wire, 
pushing the bricks in front of him as a 
protection. It was a miracle that he 
{ was not hit, and we yelled to him to 
come back, but he had his idea. 

“te worked slowly, of course, but he 
was a bad target, and the Boches did 
‘not get him. They were a little puz- 
zled, too, because he was all alone. 1 
thing they were watching to see what 
ho would do and that spollt their aim 
Ho wriggied on, pushing his bricks in 
front of him, till ho reached the first 
of our dead bors and he managed to 
bury him. Oh, it was nota  dJeop 
grave, but the ground was fairly soft, 
and he had taken a spade with him. 
He got him covered over.

*-A dozen years ago—nay, even 
«two years ago—most persons would 
have smiled incredulously had they 
been told that'in) the next war 
Great Britain would have tadepend 
upon her Gitizen Army.’ Yet’such 
is the case. ‘'Our < contemptible 
little army,” asthe Kaiser termed 
it, hasidone splendidly, and has 
fully upheld the glorious prestige 
of British arms. But in this gigan- 
tic struggle,“when” men are ‘not 
Counted in thousands, as they uscd 
to be, but in millions, the British 
army of Regulars has proved to be 
utterly inadequate to cope with the 
immense number of men_ pitted 
against them. And so we have had 
to fall back upon a Citizen Army, 
and the world is now observing a 
spectacle such as it has never be- 
fore witnessed. Thanks to the skill, 
bravery and endurance of the Regu- 
Jar British Ariny, and the courage 
and tenacity of the French and 
Belgian troops, the Gernfans were 
“held back while this gieat Citizen 
Army was*being formed. 
~ How inspiring is theSsight pre- 
sented to-day to what it was in the 
time of the Crimean war. Then 
we had not merely to bribe little 
Sardinia to take part in a struggle 
which did not concern her, but also 
to implore—and implore in vain— 
even Portugal to declare war 
against a Northern Power, whose 
rude but heavy battalions so long 
withstood the chivalry of England 





and France. In our hour of need 
1 we not merely embodied more than 
ie 340 regiments of Militia,’ but were 
if reduced to the necessity of raising 
aS bodies of mercenaries under the de- 
ie + signation of the Forcign Legion, 
a the German Legion, the Swiss Le- 


gion, and the Turkish contingent. 
Such troops are always expensive 
and generally unsatisfactory allies, 
and so they proved in 1835-6. In 
these days it is to the Citizen Army, 
or Voluntecrs, that the strength of 
the Empire. due. When the 
+Molunteer army sprang into exist- 
ence there were many who smiled 
and jeered. But when some years 
afterwards # very competent foreign 
authority—no less a personage than 
‘the late Emperor of Germany—was 
present at a review of a portion of 
the Citizen Army, he involuntarily 
exclaimed—“'These are not. Irregu- 
Jars—these are soldiers!’ He had 
evidently more respect for the Bri- 
tish Volunteers than the Kaiser has. 
Thtse Volunteers—re-named by 
the then Secretary of War (Lord 
Haldane) Territorials—have fully 
borne out the high opinion formed 
of them by the Iate--Emperor of 
Germany. Equal efliciency and 
vbravery have been shown by the 
volunteer soldiers from Canada, 
Australia, and New Zealand, not 
Yorgetting the dash and endurance; 
of our Indian troops, whose gfflant- 
ry has been shown in so many wars. 
Truly the British Empire is a per- 
fect mine of soldiers. We have 
proved that it contains all the ele- 
ments of a vast army, capable on a 
short notice of being: trained into a 
capable force available, efficient and 
sufficient not only for the defence of 
the country against invasion, but 
able to take the field and hold its 
Own against the strongest army 
and the most’unscrupulous foc that 
- ever wielded a weapon. As the old 
“Athenian army was founded by the 
energy and vigilance of citizen sol- 
diersgand preserved by the respect 
which the constant contemplation 
ff ‘those qualities engendered, soin 
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spare no\-pains ‘begradge No ex- 
pense, to ensure: the pecfection of 
the arms, and accoutrements” with 
which these volunteer soldiers are 
supplied. This is the spirit being 
shown everywhere today; and our 
Citizen Army is taking the field well 
clothed, well fed, and provided 
with the best modern weapons. 
True, there has been a shortness of 
shells, owing to the unexpected and 
unprecedented need for such an 
enormous quantity. But this is be- 
ing remedied as quickly as possible; 
and, we may shortly look with confi- 
dence to secing the enemy ‘driven 
back more decisively than fie has 
been during the past few months.’

LONDON, June 23.—i.toyd George 
took the country {Into nis confidence 
today in introducing in the Iiouse of 
Commons the munitions bill, a . mea- 
sure which will reyoluntionize condi- 
tions under which the ammunition and 
other war material is to be prepared 
in this country. 

This comprehensive project makes 
strikes and lockout illegal; provides 
for compulsory arbitration; gives 
power to fine slackers, limits tho pro- 
fits of employers and creates a yolun- 
teer ariny of workers pledged to go 
wherever they are wanted. 

Lloyd George admitted the shortage 
of munitions was serious, in view of 
the standard set up by this war. This 
fact, he continued, was doubtless as 
well known to Germany as it was In 
England. “The duration of war, toll 
of life and the amount of oxhaustion 
created by war, ultimate victory or 
defeat, depends upon the supply of 
munitions,”’ the minister declared. 
“That is cardinal. Where the Allies 
are making progress on any part of 
the line it is due to their superiority in 
munitions. The Allies have superiority 
in men, both in numbers and quality.

Causes of the War 

There were two questions, he sald, 
which had to be considered—its neces- 
sity and its possibility. The first was 
Germany's oxtension industrially. The 
competition of Great Britain was the 
most glorious that Germany had to 
meet; but Great Britain had nothing 
to fear from Germany, Britain's for- 
leign comnjerce had increased from 
1904 to 191¢-52 p.c. and her exports 
had {increa: 75 per cent. Dut there 
were more white people in Germany 
than In the United Kingdém and grow- 
Ing Germany required new markets 
and new colonies. 

With regard to the second point, the 
possibility of .war, Germany’s army 
and navy had imposed upon the people 
a burden which had almost become the 
last straw. But what did Germany re- 
quire a navy for? She did not require 
a navy because she had no coast line 
to defend. Wien a nation proceeded to 
build a great navy, which she did not 
require for coast defence, it must be 
for aggressive purposes.

WINNIPEG, Jute 21.—Sensational 
charges were made before the Royal 
Commission this morning by C. P. Ful. 
lerton, K.C., of Winnipeg, who said 
he represented fourteen Private Con- 
servative members of the Legislature. 

FalJerton charged an agreement had 
been entered Into between the two 
Dolitical parties in Manftoba some 
time ago through which the Roblin 
government was to pay $50,000 to the 
Opposition, in return for which an 
election protests were to be dropped. 

He charged that along in 1915 an 
agreement was entered into between 
the old government and certain men. 
bers of the present government whore- 
by the royal commission's enquiry was 
to be dropped and civil action institut- 
ed against Thomas Kelly and Sons, 

According to this hgreement, he said 
there were to be enough resignations 
of Conservative members in the Legis- 
lature to give the. new government a 
majority withoug.an election. The op-; 
position, he claimed, was permitted to! 
dictate the terms of the statement an- 
nouncing the old government's Tresign-; 
ation. 

At the meeting last Friday the ap- 
Pellants engaged Mr, Fullerton as 
counsel and instructed him with the 
facts placed at his disposal, to appear 
before the royal commission and pre- 
sent thelr case. Charges made by 
them through their counsel reflect up- 
on the leaders of both political par- 
Ues—upon the ministers of the late 
government as upon those of the new. 
They practically charge that the

PORT ARTHUR, Ont., June 23.—

Killed and Wounded Number Nearly 500 Out of 700 in Action, 


Including 20 Officers Out 


of 23—Remnant Retire, _ 


After Capturing Two. Trenches 


LONDON, June 24.—The report re- 
ceived today from the front shows 
that the first western Ontario battal- 
fon, in action near La Brasse on the 
16th instant, added further lustre to 
aCnadian arms. . 

They were selected to act In co-op- 
eration with British troops in attack- 
ing a German position. Three trench- 
es were thelr objective. They came 
from the rear having had a rest pre- 
paratory fo the onslaught which took 
place in the evening. The Germans 
apparently had an idea that a scrious 
attack was to be attempted and, as 
events proved, had made elaborate 
preparatiohs for reaistance. 

Probably ct no time had the Cana- 
dians s0 many bombs at their disposal 
as on this occasion. The first enemy 
trench was only forty yards away from 
that occupled by the western Ontario 
battalion, The mine had been laid and 
its explosion was the signal for a for 
‘ward movement on the part of the Can- 
ddians, The mine Itself killed many 
Germans. * 

One who took charge in the subse- 
quent charge sald the battalion rash- 
ed forward under terrible fire from 
machine guns and bursting high cx- 





mendous gun fire, but that experience 
was not’éo terrible as this last. 

“Conditions grew worse as the fight 
progressed. The Germans brought rein- 
forcements from troops fighting the 
British, with whom we were Inked. 
The second trench was about sixty 
yards beyond the first, which we cap- 
tured, or about a hundred yards from 
our starting point. 

“The cost to ourselves of taking It 
was very great, but you don’t think of 
the cost at such a time, It is only when 
you are in bed and reflecting how you 
escaped with only a wound that you 
realize it.

“Every skilled worxer, who is ready 
to go, will be put into hia new job with 
the least possible delay,” sald H. E 
Morgan, a well-known business man, 
whom Mr. Lioyd George haa impreased 
to help mobilize the new army of skill- 
ed workmen. “There will be no long 
period of waaiting, The need Is too ur 
gent. The loyalty of the British work- 
ingman is such, we know,, that he is 
prepared to make sacrifice\to help his 
pals on the firing line.” 

The workingman of Great Britain 
was never before the object of so 
much consideration.

MANITOBA CONSERVATIVES

The Conservatives of Manitoba, 
Speaking through leading men of 
the party, and through the Conser- 
Native Press, present a striking con- 
trast to that of the ~ Liberal Press.

The Portage 
la Prairie Review, published in a 
representative Conservative Riding 
of the Proyince—returning to the 
Local Legislature the Hon. Hugh 
Armstrong, Provincial Treasurer, 
and to the Dominion Parliament the 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, K.C., Soli- 
Citor-General—saysy ‘Let all the 
*facts come out. ct every re- 
“sponsibility be fixed. 
“guilty knowledge be {revealed. 
“'Then we shall all be in Zposition 
“to judge fairly the merits of the

The Winnipeg Telegram, a news- 
paper which tie Liberal Press has

Great Invasion ol Austriais Plan- 
ned by Gen. Cadorna : 


UDINE, Italy, June 25.—Sloxls. 
owing to the difficulties of mountaio 
warfare, but steadily and with grim 
determination, Malian forces are ad- 
vancing beth from the east alonz the 
Fella Valley,~and fram the south 
through Predil Pass, towards Tarvis, 
which is the pivot of “tho classical 
roads along which every great in- 
yasion of Austria from Italy has oc- 
curred, 

From Javoreek, which is about 5,000 
feat high, the heavy artillery of the 
Italians is swpéping the valley below 
as far os Peden, which lies four miles 
away ina dircet line. The big guns 
also dominate the whole valley of the 
Upper Lsonze River, and threaten Pre- 
lit fort. Though the defences did not 
preyent Napoleon from passing this 
position in 1797, these fortifications 
and also thoso in the Fella Valley, 
were strengthened and co-ordinated in 
1904. The Hermann and Raibi forts 
have been provided with the best mod- 
ern artillery of tho widest range. 

The plan of General Cadorna, the 
Htalian commanter-in-chief, seems to 
be an attempt at invasion of Austria 
through the region around — Tarvis, 
threatening the right wing of tho Aus- 
trian army having headquarters at 
Laibach, and obtaining, as an imme:

On the greater part of the front ar- 
tillery duels and the explosion of 
mines have occupied the past 24 houra. 
At the Calonne trench, in the heights 
of the Meuse, the Germans made a dps- 
perato effort last night to regain their 
second line of trenches, now in French 
hands, but were twice repulsed. 

The attack was of great violence, ac- 
ebmpanied by the hurling of asphyx- 
{ating bombs and burning liquid. Af- 
ter succeeding in penetrating into part 
of thelr former sccond'linc, which the 
French now occupy, there were driven 
out by a vigorous counter-attack.

Shell manu- 
facturing in Canada, it is declared, is 
being conducted on entirely satisfac- 
tory lings, so far as prompt output is 
concerned. 

While admitting that it took time to 
get started, manufacturers show a ten- 
dency to blame the Imperial Govern- 
ment for a portion of the delay, In 
the early stages of the contract-letting 
it is alleged that orders wero dribbled 
‘} out in such small quantities that it 
* was difficult to make satisfactory pro- 
gress. When once a plant has been 
converted to shell-making, it should bo 
-{ run steadily and to capacity, in order 
to ensure the best results. This has 
not been the case until quite recently, 
when the size of the order hag been 
materially increased. The result has 
been the manufacturers havo been at 
sea, and have been slower than they 
might have been in ‘organizivg their 
plants for shell production. 

Thero is a feeling among.the shell 
manufacturers that they should be 
given a better idea of futuro require- 
ments in order to enable them to de- 
velop production to the best possible 
advantage. It is pointed out that 
when orders are completed plants are 
of necessity closed down or reduced in 
capacity and workmen are laid off. In 
getting the industry into running or- 
der again, much valuable time is host. 
There should be a continuity of orders 
to provide against such contingencies, 


So far as other war contracts are 


concerned, delays are now infrequent. 
Mr. S. D. Galloway of tho ‘Adams 
Bros, Co., Ljmited, who are making 
artillery hareees and saddles, report 
smooth running. There was a serious 
delay, he admitted, at the outect, 
when the War Office changed the ape- 
cifications of the hardware parts. They 
at first called for castings, but when 
these camo along they ordered a 
change to forged metal parts. This oc 
casioned a delay of several weeks. As 
soon, however, as the parts wero pro- 
vided, there was nothing to hamper 
prompt delivery, and they are now 
turning out their goods on time, 

The situation shows. improvement 
daily as manufacturers become more 
accustomed to the work and their ays- 
tem grows moro efficient. 
are coming along steadily now and 
the various parts not manufactured in 
the shell plants themselves. are being 
produced in such quantities as to 
render delays imposible. Incidental 
ly, there is no part of the shell that is 
not being made in Canada now, ex- 
eept the copper band, 

MAKING FULL SHELLS. 

Future developments are outlined 
in the report of the Shell Committee 
already referred to.) After referring 
to tho fact that the shells so far pro- 
duced hare been empty shells, the re- 
port states: 3 

“The British Government, howeerr, 
has notified the Shell Committee that 
future deliveries must be of fixed am- 
munition and that the further produc. 
tion of empty shells is‘no longer re 
quired. To convert tho empty rhell 
into fixed ammunition involved — the 
purchase of machinery and the estab- 
lishment of the necessary organization 
by industeial companies of Canada 
who were prepared to andertake the 

work.

To convert them into shell-making in- 
dustries and equip them with men and 
machinery to turn out standard qual- 
ity shells is an economic waste that 
might be obviated by centering the 
production in those plants already well 
qualified for the work. 

It is the general opinion that the 
Shell: Committee deserves great credit 
for what it has accomplished. It or- 
ganized in a remarkably short time a 
national industry handling millions of 
dollars’ worth of shells. [In a atate- 
ment issued yesterday ot Ottawa in 
reply to Lord Curzon's strictures, tho 
committee asserts: “The undertaking 
of the Shell Committee for deliveries 
of empty shells has been thoroughly 
fulfilled and empty shells to a larger 
‘amount than those delivered could be 
forwarded immediately if desired hy 
the War Office.”

Peace Congress Assured That Ther Et- 


forts Were Admirable but Misdirected—Declsive Result First 


“LONDON, June 24—The firm senti- 
ment prevails in all the beligerent na- 


_“ona that the war must be pushed to 


a decisive victory, according to. Miss 
Jane Addams, who just returned to 
London from a visit to the warring 
countries on the Continent. In an in- 
terview Miss Addams told of seeing 
thé heads of the various governments, 
who, while taking not of the efforts of 
the women of America and other na- 
tions for. mediation, actually held out 
no hope that they would be successful. 
Miss Ad- 
dams. said, she found the-high author- 
ities willing enough to listen to any 
peace propsal that might be made, 
but no indication was pie that any 
movement in that direction would be 
of avail. 

Miss Addams and 3fiss Hamilton, 
both of Hull House, Chicago, and 


* half-adozen women from Holland, all 


of whom were delegates to the re- 
cent Women’s Peace Congress at The 
Hague, were graciously received, she 
sa‘d, and were assured by most of the 
government heads that the work they 


. were doing was admirable, although 


at this time nifisdirected. 

They called upon Chuncellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg and Gottlieb von 
Jagow, Minister of Foreign Affairs in 
Berlin, and while they were listened 
to attentively, they were informd that 
Grmany must pursue the war to the 
bitter end. 

In Paris, Premier Viviani and For- 
eign Minister Declasse expressed sym- 
pathy with the women who are trying 
to end the war, but affirmed that the 
struggle must go on until the Allies 
win ; /. 

it was the same in Austria-Hun- 
gary, where they saw the Prime Min- 
ister and also. the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, .and again in Italy, 
where: they had an audience with 
hig foreign 
minister 





Audience With Pope - 
A significant feature of the trip 
was: the audience granted by the 


“pipe Bpéuking' of this Miss Addams 


said: 

“Before being admitted to the pre- 
sence of the Pope, we were received 
by Canadian Gaspari at the Vatican. 
The Catholic women of Hungary were 
anxious that we sce the Pope, aa they 


‘wanted the war to end, and thought 


the Pope might use his influence, The 
Primate of Hungary gave us a letter 
to Cardinal Gasparri and he spoke 
openly to us.’ The Cardinal told vq 
that the Vatican could but deplore the 
awful havoc of war, and that, the Vat- 
ican prayed that the end might be 
on, He assured us that it seemed 
time that the women were moving in 
an effort for peace, and he hoped the 
effort might lead to, negotiation 
among the warring nations, 

“After seeing Cardinal Gaspari, we 
were ushered into the presence of the 
Pope.” He gave us exactly half an 
hour by the clock. Naturally we were 
exactly on time. The Pope informed 
us that bis mind was entirely open 
on the war, and that he was ready to 
talk of the work we were doing. Ht 
‘was quite the natural and usual thing 
for peace 
among belligerents, he said, and he 
was willing to do what he could to 
further any peusce negotiations. He

offered himself as a peace mediator 
of the occasion came for him to act. 


‘The Pope was careful not to express 
the slightest opinion on the motive of 
any nation in the war, or of the jus- 
tice of the cause of any belligerent. 

“In going Into the belligerent eouh- 
tries, we did not try to force peace 
talk, any more than in going into a 
home in turmoil, a caller would at 
tempt to give advice. But our mis- 
sion iif going to the Continent was 
apparently quite well known, und tlic 
talk drifted easily to our peace ef- 
forts. Wé-met with no molestation 
anywhere. In fact, we found officials 
ready to help us along. That does not 
mean that the officials gave the jm- 
pression that’ they sympathized with 
the*idea of bringing about a speedy 
peace, for they expressed only the 
opinion that the war must be pushed 
to a decisive end. 





Feeling Against America 

“Our stay in Berlin was typical of 
all. We gave to Herr von Jagow, as 
we did to all other officials in every 
country, a copy of the resolution 
passed at the peace-congress, express- 
ing the sentiment that the war might 
be ended by peaceful mediation, Herr 
von Jagow read it, and in » gracious 
tone assured us thot he regarded it 
as quite natural that women should 
be engaged in such work, Exactly as 
the men of Germany feel that the 
war must be pursued to a conclusive 
end, he said; the women were likely 
to hope for a speedy end. The men 
in the battlefield were Lent on fizht- 
ing until victory . crowned their ef- 
forts, he said, while the women, feel- 
ing the sting of war in the loss of 
loved ones, and hopes of the struygle 
ending by any means that would 
maintain the national integrity. 

“I saw Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg 
alone, and our talk was confidential. 

“In Germany I found a strong feel- 
ing vgainst America for failing, 28 
they put it, to stop England's block- 
ade of food for Germany, Exactly 
the same sentiment I found among 
many in France because America had 
fuiled to protest against Germun’s in- 
vasion of Belgium. 

“We. reached Italy the day after 
war was Geclared, and had an audi- 
ence with Premier Salandra and the 
Fozcigr Minister a few days after. 
The Premier was most agreeable, but 
Baron Sonnino seemed to take our 
peace ideas lightly,”’ 

In a talk with civilians in Ger- 
many, Miss Addams said she found 
the insistent sentiment that Germany, 
as the prize of her warfare must take 
over Belgium, while in France the 
predominant feeling was that before 
the war was ended Germany must 
agree to give up Lorraine. 

Miss Addams intends to sail for 
New York within ten days. She will 
call on President Wilson, asking him 
to initiate a movement looking to the 
establishment of an international 
council among neutral nations, tu 
omprise two members from each 
couritry;“fo proffer mediation to the 
belligerents.

In big. will Sir Jobn made pro- 
vision for the opening of three sealed 
cupboards on certain specified dates 
in the presence of the trustees, In 
1866—that is\to say, almost thirty 
years affer the degth of the testator 
—the frst of the inysterious recep- 
tacles was with much ceremony and 
breaking of seals opened In the pres- 
ence of a commiltce of men, with the 
then president of tho Royal Aca- 
demy, ‘ir F. Grant, at their bead. 
Instead of ‘ a’priceless treasure or 
some evidence that would throw an 
entirely oéw Nght upon some doubt- 
tul inclfent in political history the 
contents of the cupboard pruved to 
be worthless accounts, Ictters and 
Stationery. a 

Twenty years passed by, and> the 
interest that bad amoldered after the 
disappointment of 1866 was again 
fanned {nto flame at the prespect of 
breaking the seals of the second eup- 
board, nt which rite there wero pres- 
ent, among others, Dr. Alfred Water- 
house, R. A., and Sir (then Pr.)

Those Who do Will be Classed as 
Deserters and Punished, Says 
Consul-Generai 


MONTREAL, June 26.—As deserters 
is the manner in which Italy will look 
upon all Italians of military age who 
join the Canadian forces. This was 

the substance of # letter received yes- 
feta Lieut.-Col. FL A. Cascoigne, 

O.C. th Overseas Regiment, who was 
requested by the Italian Consul-Gen- 
eral, Chevalier Chilesotti, to dismiss 
from A,Company of the 60th Balta- 
(lion, which is pow being recruited for 


ferring to the enlistment of these men, 
stated thatgboth were eligible for mil- 
itary service in Maly and should re- 
turn with the first ; contingent of 
Utalian reservists which will leave 

Canada shortly for the front. Faiting 
to do this these two men will be re- 
garded as deserters and should they 
@rer return “to Italy they will be 
obliged to-suffer the penalty meted 
out to all deserters. 

In conclusion, Consul-General Chil- 
the circumstances, 
asked Lieut.-Col. Gascoigne to dis- 
miss the two men from the ranks It 
was stated at Military Headquarters 
that these two men woukl not=be re 
tained in the ranks. 

Speculations on a large scale is now 
going on among the members of the 
local Italian colony as to the place of 
mobilization.

Three Germans With Headquarters}, Of American Type!rne 


Do nee ae 
Wi Take Curtiss ' Company Two 
‘to Four Months to Make Them 
NEW YORK, June 28.—A new $500,- 
000 order for fiying boats of the type 
of the America, the great oversea ves- 
sel that was constructed before the 
war for aifiight across the ocean, has 
just been placed at, Hammondsport, 
N.Y., by the British Government, ac- 
cording to information which reached 
members of the Aero Club of America 
tonight. 

-The order is for 20 of the giant fly- 
ing boats at $25,000 each, and is the 
largest order for this type of machine 
that the British Government has plac- 
ed since the beginning of the war. 

According to Henry Woodhouse, 
manager of the Aero Club, orders for 
fiying machines of various types, and 
for moors, which have been placed in 
America by he belligerent countries, 
inctading this newest order, now ag- 
gregato abput $7,000,000. Européan 
nations are atill neutral, moreover 
are also beginning to clamor for Am- 
erican aircraft. 


The order just placed by Great Bri- 
tain calls-for flying boats with two 
motors of 100 hp. each. The original 
America had three motors, but Great 
Britaln is reported to have purchased 
twelve craft of the type of the America 
already, and to have found that two 
powerful motors will answer all pur- 
poses and yave weight. It will take the 
Curtiss Aetpplane Co, between two 
and four fipnths to turn out the pre- 
sent ordeF, Mr. Woodhouse said. Each 
machine will carry four or five passen- 
gers and fuel sufficient to last 12 
hours. The order stipulates that each 
machine shall also have enough power 
to carry pne large gun and a quantity 
of ammunition. | 

According to information brought 
here by persons in a position to know, 
the Allies are turning out 100 flying 
machines a’ week in France and Eng- 
land and need as many more as they 
can get - - 

The Curtiss company has also bullt 
eight flying machines of the land type 
forthe United States Government 
which were shipped about ten days 
ago. ’ ;

the whole matter of Canadian imm!- 
gration. 


It has bocn until now more or Jess 
the fashion to “throw scveral kinds of 
a fit” (as the Canadians say) over the 
desirability of the alien immigrant at 
the expense of the Britisher. 1 say 
this In-no splrit.of recrimination; we 
{n England have done very much tho 
same kind of thing. We thought our- 
selves broadminded. Let us hope we 
chall all have more sense in the fu- 
ture! 


Both sense and sontiment will have 
a share in bringing about this change. 
kat the statistics of the Canadian 
Contingent, whose exploits are prob- 
ably even now making Canadian blood 
glow with national and Imperial pride! 
They arc Canadian; ay, but, Engiish— 
British as well, In tho first Canadian 
contingent 75 per cent, aro Britishers; 
in the later contingents the percentage 
of Dritishers is ever larger, owing to 
the larger numbers recruited in the 
west.

Further, it is moral certainty that 
the end of. the war will sce the over- 
sea dominions admitted to a share in 
the imperial councils, And, this being 
the case, it follows as a natural corol- 
lary that the British element must be 
encouraged in the fullest degree by 
the various nations composing the Em- 
pire. 


Before the war the craze for popula- 
tlon-mongering ted the Canadian au- 
thorities to favor a policy of flooding 
the cduntry with immigrants of all 
sorts,id kinds, a good many of whom 
she“‘Tias now the pleasure of keeping 
in concentration camps up and down 
the Dominion, while others—like Man- 
chester’s own beloved: Schlagintweit— 
are driving about in thelr motors and 
making no’ secret of thefr German 
sympathies. gWe used to be told “all 
these peopla become Canadians ” But 
the same thing {s safd of immigrants 
to the United States! 

We know. how powerful a factor Ger- 
man influence has, been. in determin: 
ing the polley of the United States. 
Can we doubt that, [f the war had 
come a fow years later, 2 similar in- 
fluence might well have been traceable 
in the Western provinces of Canada?

liament in Great Britain has always 
wrankled in the breasts not only of 
those members of the House who 
accepted the payment unwillingly, 
but of a large proportion of the 
electors. It was one of the most 
revolutionary steps taken by the 
late Radical Government, and the 
people were never consulted on the 
“subject, It was never to the front 
in any general election, There 
‘was no general demand for the 
change, and the way in which’ it 
was brought abdut was most dis- 
creditable to the Government. 

The only demand for payment 
came from the Labor members, who 
had always been supported by their 
organizations. From time to time, 
in answer to deputations, Premier 
Asquith had intimated that the Gov- 
ernment would introdace such a 
measure. But it never formed a 
plank of the party platform,~and 
consequently was never filly dis- 
cussed in the country. The \Govern- 
ment shrewdly suspected that the 
country would be opposed tothe 
payment of members and that the 
House of, Lords would throw out 
the bill, so they adroitly conceived 
2 plan to dish both the electors and 
the Upper House. The House of 
Lords, even before the Parliament 
Bill was passed, had no power to 
throw out money bills, So the Gov- 
“ernment decided that by making 
provision in the budget for the pay

This was to apply to all 
the 670 members, excepting those 
who were drawing much larger sal- 
aries as holders of office. _ This sal- 
ary was to run all the year, irre- 
spective of non-attendance in the 
House. The Conservative party, 
45 a body, opposed the proposal, 
fand many rich Liberals felt they 
had been placed in an undignified 
" position.

Now a proposal is made by a Lib- 
eral member, Sir Arthur Markham, 
that during the war the members 
shall give up the allowances they 
receive. He qualifies his propo 
however, by a provision that mem- 
bers whose private incomes ire less 
than £400 per annum, shall con- 
tinue to draw their allowance. Mr. 
Asquith suggested that the matter 





for having passed a law providing for 
town planning. In general, local boards 
are to be appointed in every city, town 
and village which will be required 
within three years to prepare a sot 
of town planning by-laws for adoption.

British soldiers and men of the Royal 
Army Medical Corps crossed the fron- 
tier into Holland on their way-to Eng- 
land. A greater portion of the party, 


“|namely, thirty-four doctors-and 201 


meh, were of the medical service, tho 
remaining two hundred odd being men 
maimed in the war and Incapable of 
further military service. The party 
has been waiting at Brussels whilst 
final arrangements were made for the 
transfer of an equal number of wound: 
ed Germans from England. They left 
this morning by special trains for 
lager whence they travel tom6r- 

on the Qrange Nassau for Eng- 
aaa." 

Treated with every consideration by 
the German medical staff and nursing 
sisters, they passed from Belgium 
through Esschen, and at onco were 
lisnded into the care of the Dutch, 
whose Red Cross authorities showered 
on them every concelvable kindness. 
The Germans and Belgians had them- 
sclves decorated’ Esschen station as 
much in tribute to the British as In pro- 
paration for the welcéme to the Ger- 
mans expected from England.. At Ros- 
endaal the British were overwhelmed 
by attentions from the Dutch, who pro- 
vided them with cooling drinks, food, 
fruit and tobacco, 

A cheerier set of wounded and am- 
bulance men never entered Holland. 
Their delight at meeting thelr fellow- 
countrymen was intense. Their desire 
to express disgurt at the treatment In 
Germany was unbounded from officers 
and men. I received nothing but tales 
of disgust at the food in the camps. 
Last month things improved somewhat 
but even so the men were being kept 
alive merely by food sent by relatives 
at home. 

“Food Was Rotten.” 

One officer said: “Things are get- 
ting better, but In many cases the food 
was rotten, and in others porfectly de- 
testable, There is a great lack of fool. 
Most of the men are actually living on 
parcels from home. Those who do not 
gct parcels are dying either from star. 
vation or disease brought on by it.” 

A private of the Royal Irish Rifles 
said he and others had been in Muens- 
terburg Hospital eight months. They 
were given what they nicknamod 
“Landaturm soup,” with chestnuts In 


iit that were so hard they could hardly 


bite them. 

Another man sald; “At Rennbahn 
the men are Iving on stuff sont from 
home. Their spirit, though, {s finc.’
